The chair appointed Messrs. Darling, Burnett and Collins the 
committee under the said resolution. 

A message from the Council by their Secretary: 

ss Mr. Speaker~-I am directed to inform the House that the 
Council have organized by choosing Moses M, Strong, Presiden; 
and Ben C. Eastman, Secretary, and are now réady to proceed to 
business. 

The Council have adopted the standing joint rules of the two 
houses of the last session fur the government of the two houses of 
this session, until otherwise ordered.” 


Mr. Burnett gave notice that on to-morrow or some future 
day he would ask leave to introduce a bil} to repeal an act enti- 
ted “ An act in relation to the qualifications of voters for a state 
government and for the election of delegates to form a state con- 
stitution.” 


A message from the Council by their Secretary:

Mr. Darling moved that the house respond to the message of 
the Council, and that a committee be appointed to act in con- 
junction with the committee appointed by the Council to wait 
upon his Excellency the Governor, and inform him that the two 
houses are organized and ready to receive any communication he 
may have to make to them, 

Which motion was agreed to. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Darling and Cruson the said com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Shew offered the following resolution which was adopted: 

& Résolved, That the invitation of this house to certain indi- 
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viduals to take seats within the bar, the last session, be extended 
forthis session.”

A call of the house was ordered, and the Sergeant-at-arms sent 
for absent members. 

The sergeant-at-arms having reported all the members in at- 
tendance, further proceedings under the call were dispensed with. 

The question then being put upon the passage of the said res- 
olution, 

Tt was decided in the affirmative. 

Mr. Mooers offered the following resolution: 

& Resolved, That each member of the House may order for his 
own use during the present session of the Legislative Assembly, 
any number of newspapers not exceeding twenty per week.” ` 

Mr. Hicks moved to amend the said resolution by striking out 
the word “twenty,” and inserting “ thirty” in lieu thereof; 

Which was agreed to. 

Mr. Collins moved further to amend, by inserting -after the 
word “ newspapers,” the words “ printed in this Ferritory;* 

Which was agreed to.

Mr. Collins introduced the fullowing resolution, which was 
adopted, to wit: 

s Resolved, That seats be prepared in the hall of the house, 
for the members of the Council, preparatory to the reception of 
the Governor’s message. 

On motion of Mr. Hicks, 
The house took a recess for fifteen minutes. 
The house having been again called to order, 
On motion of Mr. Burnett, 

Ordered, that the glerk be directed to inform the Couneil that 
seats have been prepared in the Representatives’ hall for their ac- 
commodation, preparatory to the delivery of the message of his 
Excellency the Governor. 

The Hon. the Council appeared and took seats. 


Qn mation of Mr. Whiton, 

Ordered, that a committee of ore from each house be appointed 
to inform his Excellency that the two houses have assembled in 
convention in the Representatives’ hall, and are ready to receive 
his message. 

Messrs. Whiton and Hoard were appointed said committee. 

His Excellency the Governor appeared in the Representatives’ 
hall and communicated to the two houses the following 


MESSAGE : 


Fellow Citizens of the Council, 
and House of Representatives: 

You are assembled to legislate for the interests of this greatand 
growing Territory. I am happy to meet you on this occasion, 
and to communicate such views as seem to me proper in relation 
to those intetesfs. In our respective departments we have high 
and responsible duties to perform. Upon you devolves the duty 
of enacting wise and wholesome laws; upon me, that of seeing

them faithfully executed. So far as my co-operation is required 
inthe enactment of laws, you will find in me a disposition to har- 
monize with your legislative action, and to appreciate your patri- 
_ otic motives. 

In viewing the condition of our Territory we have reason to re- 
joice at the bright prospect that opens before us, We havea 
country upon which the Almighty has showered His choicest bles- 
sings and scattered His bounties with a liberal hand. With a soil 
rich and luxuriant; with every variety of timber and prairie; with 
copious supplies of the purest water; with a mighty inland sea on 
our east, and the “ Father of Rivers” on our west; with exemp- 
tion from the burden of a heavy debt and consequent taxation; 
and above all, with a climate of proverbial salubrity, we possess 
every advantage that man could desire for the promotion of our 
agricultural, commercial and manufacturing interests. 

We have also a people, who for industry, intelligence and per- 
severance, are unsurpassed by any that have preceded them in 
felling the trees of the forest or turning the sod of the prairie.— 
Their enterprising and adventurous spirits have brought them tos 
gether, not only from every quarter of our own land, but also from 
countries beyond the sea. Many have severed the most en- 
dearing ties, abandoned the joyous scenes of childhood and of 
youth, and the hallowed associations of riper years, to embark their 
interests in this western land. May their most sanguine antici- 
pations be more than realized! God forbid that jealousies and 
dissensions should spring up amongst them to mar their concert 
of action! But, united by a sense of common interests and com- 
mon destiny, may they move smoothly onward, in an unobstruct- 
ed path, to prosperity and greatness. 

In the capacity of Representatives you can do much towards 
allaying all jealousies and promoting general harmony. Strict 
economy in the public expenditures and in the administration of 
the government, and making the burdens of the people as light as 
| possible, will contribute much to this end. ‘The enterprise of our 
population is generally great, and their means limited. They 
should not be taxed, therefore, beyond what the exigencies of the 
public service require. In effecting these objects,-you shali re- 
| ceive my cordial co-operation. 
| The action of the Legislature has been invited on divers occa-

sions, by my predecessors, to take the necessary steps for the fot. 

mation of a State Government. Reasons were assigned by them, 

at large, in favor ofsuch a measure. The question was finally 

submitted to the people, under legislative sanction, at the recent , 
election, and they have decided against it. Desirous of conform- 
ing my action to an ascertained public sentiment, it would not 
become me, at this time, to renew that recommendation. Ido 
not, however, deem it out of place, to allude to an abt passed by | 
the last Legislature, in relation to the qualifications of: voters for | 
state government, and the Sool onof Delegates to forma state 
constitution, Iebngratulate you on the putting 10 rest in this 
manner, of that important question, The adoptiun, by a decided 
majérity of both branches of the Legislature, of the enlightened 
and constitutional provisions of that act, will contribute ta the har 
mony of our growing pdpulation, and fecilitate the organization of 
a sound and wholesome state government, whenever that import- 
ant step shall be deemed necessary. Entire unanimity, upon any 
great question of public policy, is not to be expected; much legs, 
upon one affecting so many delicate and valued interests as the 
qualifications of voters in this Territory. Yet, stripping the sub. 
ject of misapprehension and prejudice, E apprehend there is much 
fess ground for difference than is generally supposed. I have no 
doubt of the right of the Legislature to pass such a law, as well 
under the Ordinance of 1787, as on general principles, where the 
people, in their primary capacity, undertake the organization of a 
new government. But, without intending toargue the question, É 
will only observe, that having been called, on various occasions, 


both in public and private life, to express and'defend the principles 
secured by that law, | cannot now consent to recommend any 
material modification or change of those principles, without doing 
violence to my own, and to my long cherished sentiments Pt pit 
lic policy and constitutional right, 

Intimately related to this question of suffrage, is the subject of 
our naturalization laws. It is one in which many of the people of 
this Territory have a deep interest. It was the early poliey of the 
government of the United States, to invite to our shores-the eme 
igrant from other countries, The time within which, and the 
terms upon which, he was eutitled to all the priviliges ofan Amer- 
ican citizen, were fixed by the Patriots of the Revolution, were 


~ 
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sanctioned by Jefferson, ahd have ever since been maintained by 
those who profess, and are governed by, his principles. Invited 
by this policy, a large and respectable portion of the population of 
this Territory have flocked hither from all nations and kindreds 
and- tongues, to become, in the language of the Ordinance of "87, 
“inhabitants and settlers,” in this their adopted home. Hither 
they have brought their sturdy arms and their stout hearts: their 
common stock of means and their common stock of virtues, to build 
up a state, whose honor and prosperity shall be the common bles- 


, sing of themselves and their children. Standing on the broad 
. platform of this policy, and appealing to the guaranties, of that Or- 


dinance, they now claim that their laws, their constitution and 
their government, shall be based upon the “ fundamental princi- 
ples of civil and religious liberty:” and they maintain that the 
true practical exhibition of these principles, is, the unrestrained 
enjoyment of their religious sentiments; perfect equality in po- 
litical rights: and more especially, the common exercise of the 
right of suffrage. The movement now in progress, in various 
parts of che Union, to extend the period of naturalization to twenty- 
one years, is calculated, if successful, materially to abridge the 
rights, which this portion of our population have éxpected to en- 
joy. Such a measure would be as unjust as it is impolitic: The 
representation of your views to Congress, in this regard, would be 
entitled to great weight, and might in some degree, contribute to 
arrest any unwise legislation on this subject. 

The particular wants of the Territory, which may claim yourat- 
tention, are within your own knowledge, and require no sugges- 
tions from me: I shall content myself, therefore, in referring to 
some general subjects, and presenting them, as briefly as possible 
for yaur consideration. In regard to many of these, you can do 
no more than to memorialize Congress for such aid, as their mer- 
its entitle them to receive, and the necessities of the Territory Te- 
quire, 

It has been the policy of the country, and it is in accordance 
with the spirit of our political institutions, to rely on the militia for 
defence on great and sudden emergencies. With an extended 


frontier, and with different tribes of Indians within our limits, it 


seems to me that a more efficient organization of the militia is tte- 
cessary for our protection. I would not recommend to alter the 
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present system, so as to make it burdensome fo the people, but 
merely render it efficient for the exigencies that may arise. At 
present we have no sufficient returns of the numerical force of the 
militia, to enable us to receive from the General Government the 
quota of arms to which we should otherwise be entitled. '.The 
remedy for the evi] suggested is left to your better judgment. 

No portion of the Union is more advantagecusly situated for an 
extended and economical system of Internal Improvements than 
this Territory; and during its minority, the General Government 
ought to make liberal appropriations for that object. ‘The same 
liberality which has been extended to other portions of the cõun- ` 
try, would be sufficient to accomplish all that we could desire. 
These improvements have heretofore been brought to the notice 
of the Legislature by my predecessors, and I most cordially re- 
commend them to your consideration. The one which, in my 
judgment, requires your early attention, is the improvement of the 
navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. It seemsas if nature 
designed them as a great public thoroughfare, and but little effort 
on the part of man is necessary to its accomplishment. In this 
improvement great national interests are involved; and the Gen- 
eral Government for its own convenience, in peace and war, ought 
to undertake it without delay. A bill for this purpose passed the 
Senate of the United States, at its last session, by an almost unan- 
imous vote, after the most full and ample discussion of its merits, 
but was lost in the House of Representatives for want of sufficient 
time to actuponit. It is to be hoped that it will receive the fa- 
vorable action of Congress at its present session. 

The interests of the Territory seem imperiously to demand the 
construction of a railroad, or other communication from some suit- 
able point on Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river. Much éif- 
ference of opinion seems to exist, as to what it shall be, and how 
itis to be accomplished. There is a general impression that the 
construction of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, which was 
intended to connect those waters, isabandoned. It remains tobe 
seen what shall be substituted for it. This is a question for your 
determination. That something ought to be done, no one can 
doubt. I would only add, that if there should be any legislative 
action on this subject, care should be taken that no injustice be 
done to the settlers and occupants of the “ Canal lands.” ` 


+ 
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In this connection I invite your attention to the subject of roads 
generally, and to other channels of intercommunication. I am 
well aware that in a néw country, it requires considerable time 
to make the roads even passably good. Nevertheless, very much 
depends on the character of the population, and still more ona 
right direction being given to the public mind, whether the im- 
portance of having good roads occupy a large or small share of 
public attention. The farmer justly regards it as a matter of the 
highest concern, that he should so manage his farm, as to enable 
him to reap abundant crops. But, what are the crops worth be- 
yond the wants of his own household, if ke have no market for his 
surplus, and how can he have a market, if his distance from the 
point to which it would naturally go, and the condition of the 
roads be such, as to make the price he receives, less than a fair 
remuneration for his labor? Does this not render his surplus val’ 
ueless, and thus take from him all motive for growing more than 
his own wants require? 

The Territory, for the want of adequate revenues of its own, 
must rely on the General Government for means to construct thé 
principal channels of intercommunication, whether by roads or ca- 
nais. The United States as the great land proprietor can well af. 
ford to advance the means required. And the favorable action of 
Congress should be invoked for such objects. Portions of the 
Territory, it is believed, are well adapted to the construction of 
plank roads. These roads have been in use for a long time in 
Russia, and have more recently been introduced into: Canada. 
Itis worthy of consideration, how far they may be profitably con- 
structed through the timbered regions of Wisconsin. 

The commerce of Lake Michigan is rapidly increasing. Ad- 
ditional harbors are required for the protection of property and the 
lives of those engaged in its navigation. Appropriations have 
been made by Congress for the construction of harbors at Mil- 
waukee, Racine and Southport, and will no, doubt be continued 
to their completion, There is still a long fine of coast from Mil- 
waukee to Green Bay, where appropriations for one or more har- 
bors are required by the most imperious necessity, And I trust 


the necessary steps will be taken te secure so desirable an ob- 
ject. 


s 
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The subject of the indebtedness.of the Territory is one of vital 
importance to its pecuniary interests, as well as to its public char- 
acter. If the measures heretofore adopted, to ascertain its nature 
and extent, have not proved sufficient, let such other and farther 
steps be taken as will effectually accomplish the object. It is not 
my purpose, on this occasion, to enquire how, or when, or why, the 
debt, whateverit may be, was incurred! The mere fact ofits exis- 
tence should make us anxious to ascertain its amount and to devise 
thé mode of payment. When the amount is thus ascertained, let 
Congress be asked to do what is just in relation to it, and in 
any event let means be provided for the payment of interest, and 
the speedy liquidation of the principal. Letit not be said, that 
this young and thriving Territory sanctions, even in name, the doc- 
trine of repudiation. Let her meet her engagements, whether 
fight or wrong; and when in her maturer years, she shall want 
the means to carry out and perfect her system of Internal Im- 
provements, she can point with pride and satisfaction to her un- 
tarnished public faith, as the sure foundation of her public credit. 

The subject of education is one of the most important which « 
san be brought to your notice. I mean the education of the great 
mass of the people. It is.a subject most worthy of the attention 
of the Statesman of any country, but pre-eminently so in one like 
purs, where every adult male is expected to become a voter. The 
proper exercise of the elective franchise is the surest guaranty of 
the purity and permanency of our republican institutions. Of 
course in a new country, where population is sparse, and pecuni- 
ary ability small, a very effective system, like that of some of the 
alder states, cannot be immediately expected. Time and means 
will be necessary to perfect it, Still, the subject is one-.of such 
paramount importance, as to require that it should be constantly 
kept beforethe people. There is no fear, in a matter of such vi- 
tal interest, that too much will. be done; but, on the contrary, 
great reason to apprehend, that with our utmost exertions to im- 
press the public mind with the urgent necessity of giving great 
attention to the matter, but little, of the very much required, will 
be accomplished. Whether any and what further measures re 


necessary to this object, is respectfully submitted to your consid- 
eration. ò 


There is another subject well worthy of your profoundest atten- 


. 
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tion. It is Agriculture—the noblest pursuit of man. This, 
in Wisconsin, as in other parts of our glorious Union, is to be 
the great business to which, the industry and enterprise of four 
fifths of bur citizens are to he devoted. This single view of 
the matter is enough of itself to show its importance. The 
tendancy, with a portion of the American people, is to under- 
value farming—to regard it as a mere mechanical art, requir 
ring neither skill, science, or lmowledge\for its successful pros- 
ecution—nothing in short, but strong arms and willing minds, 
content io work, without thought, without research, without 
science, and without the light which experience supplies— . 
The result of all this is, that with some, farming, the most en- 
obling of all pursuits, has come to be regarded as a mere drud: 
gery—a fitting employment for the illiterate, the stolid, and 
the ignorant, but quite beneath the attention of any one of 
talent or acquirement. And as a necessary consequence, it 
has been deemed indispensable by many who would rise to 
any degree of importance in the community, that they 
should devote themselves to some of the learned professions. 
Hence the professions of Law and Medicine have been over- 
stocked, the business of the Merchant overddue, but the cub 
tivation of the soil sadly neglected. 

To my mind, Wisconsin is to be, of all countries the most 
desirable for farmers. Here, pre-eminently, a small amount 
of capital with care, industry and good management secures 
that priceless boon of man’s destiny, independence. Here if 
farmers respect themselves, may be built up an agricultural 
interest, intelligent, upright, and independent, which shall 
surpass even the country gentlemen of England, because here, 
they will not be subordinate to the powerful influence of the 
Crown, and the all-pervading sway of an arrogant aristocracy. 
Here THEY make the laws and give tone to public opinion.— 
But to fit them for that high destiny, farming must be regard- 
ed as an honorable pursuit. The public must look upon it as 
a liberal calling, inferior to no profession in dignity and im- 
portance. And here arises the great enquiry. How can the 
people be brought to place a higher estimate upon agriculture? 
This is a topic well worthy the gravest consideration of States- 
men and Philanthropists. Agricultural Schools, Pattern 
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Farms, and various other suggestions have been made for the 
furtherance of this object, but as yet no successful expedient 
has been adopted. Agricultural Societies, properly organized 
and well conducted, have undoubtedly accomplished much in 
New York, Massachusetts, and some other portions of the U- 
nion. But, very much yet remains to be performed. Less 
has been done in the way of legislation to advance this high- 
est of all interests, than for any other of the great pursuits of 
our people. With these observations, I submit the whole sub- 
ject to the wisdom of the Representatives of the people them: 
selves. 

Possessing as we do, a country of ample dimensions—with 
the greatest facilities for internal improvements, unsurpassed 
in the fertility of its soil—unequalled in the salubrity of its 
climate—with a population intelligent, enterprising, industri- 
ous and moral—it is our own fault if we are not a prosperous 
and happy people. With all these advantages, our bosom 
should swell with emotions of gratitude to the all-wise Dispen- 
ser of human events, that He has here, graciously cast our lot, 
and our action, public and private, should be such, as to ensure 
a continuance of His blessings.

The remedy pro- 
vided by the act for ascertaining the damages occasioned by 
the flowing of lands, may, in the opinion of the committee, be 
applied much more advantageously to all parties, than the 
vexatious and repeated suits that might arise under the com- 
mon law. The committee, therefore, are of opinion that the

OF THE REGISTER AND RECEIVER OF THE MILWAUKEE AND ROCK 
RIVER CANAL, 


To the Honorable the Council and House of Representatives of 
Wisconsin Territory: 


The Register and Receiver of the Milwaukee and Rock Riv- 
er Canal, in pursuance of law submit the following 


ANNUAL REPORT: 


No material change has taken place in the matters commit- 
ted to our charge, since our last annual ‘report to the Legis- 
lature. ; 

Of the lands sold for taxes of the year 1840, and redeemed 
by the Canal Commissioners in 1842, but four tracts have 
been subsequently redeemed by the owners. These four 
tracts were redeemed under the second section of “an act to 
postpone the payment of principal and interest moneys due 
from purchasers of canal lands, and other purposes,” approv- 
ed January 25, 1844, which provides as follows, to wit : 

“That all persons whose lands on said canal grant have 
been sold for taxes, and redeemed by the Territory, or any of 
its officers or agents, may pay to the Receiver of the Milwau- 

‘kee and Rock River Canal, the amount which may have been: 
paid for such redemption with seven per cent. interest on such 
payment. And such payment when made shall defeat any ti- 
tle or claim to any such lands, which the Territory may have 
acquired by such redemption.” * 
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It is hardly to be supposed that the fourteen tracts remain 
ing of those redeemed by the commissioners, will be redeem. 
ed by the owners, until the above recited act is so amended ag 
to limit the time allowed for redemption or impa sing a higher 
rate of interest; and we would respectfully suggest the justice 
and expediency of such an amendment in both respects. Ẹ 
those owners have neglected to pay their taxes, and thus com. 
pelled the Territory (as mortgagee) to redeem the lands in 
self defence, for which she had to borrow money ata high 
rate of interest, then there is no good reason why they should 
not be liable to pay as high rate of interest for redemption as 
the law provides in other cases. It is supposed also that some 
of these lands have been abandoned by the purchasers, and by 
limiting the time for their redemption, the Territory will, un 
der a previous act regain the title, which will otherwise re 
quire a foreclosure of her mortgages. 


On the first day of March next the extended time of redemp- 
tion of lands mortgaged to the Territory and sold for taxes of 
Milwaukee county of 1841 will expire. The amount of 
money which will be required to redeem these lands will be 
295 and 34-100 dollars. The number of tracts now remaining 
unredeemed is fifteen, which may be reduced should any of 
the lands be redeemed in the interim. It is hardly necessary 
to remark that some action on the part of the Legislature will 
be required before the day of forfeiture. 


We are informed satisfactorily, that none of the canal lands 
in Jefferson county remain unredeemed from the sale for tax- 


es in 184].

Or SUPERINTENDENT oF TERRITORIAL PROPERTY, 


To the honorable the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 9 
Wisconsin: 


The Superintendent of Territorial Property respectful; 
submits his annual report. 

The case of the Territory against James Morrison as co» 
tractor for building the capitol, was thoroughly prepared on th 
part of the plaintiff for trial at the last spring term of th 
court in Iowa county, so far as it could be by the action of the 
Superintendent, or the counsel for the Territory. James. D, 
Doty, an important witness in the case, though duly subpe 
paed, failed to appear, and the trial was put over. -At the fall 
term of the court, Mr. Doty, though he had again been sub 
penaed, again failed to appear ; and in addition to this untow- 
ard circumstance, the pleadings in the case could not be found 

« by the counsel among the papers filed. New pleadings wer 
prepared, and the cause again continued, since which time 
the first pleadings have been found, 

The case of the Territory against James D. Doty, John F. 
O’Neil and Augustus A. Bird, which was pending in the St 
preme court, was taken up at thelastterm. Mr. Strong being 
absent from the Territory, at the time, and Messrs. Wells ani 
Whiton having retired from further connexion with the suits, 
the case was argued at my solicitation, by J. G. Knapp ani 
James H. Knowlton, Esqs., for the Territory, and a decision 
obtained, reversing the decision of the court below. A copy 
of this decision is herewith submitted. [See Document “A: 
Soon after this decision, I applied to the Hon. Judge Irvin at 
chambers, for a change of venue on the ground” of prejudice 
jn the people of Walworth county, and that the defendants, 
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orsome of them possessed an undue influence over the inhab- 
itants of said county. The application was entertained, and 
the cause removed to Milwaukee county for trial. At the 
November term of the court for that county, the case being 
called, the defendant’s counsel objected to the authority of 
the Superintendent to make the necessary affidavit fora change 
of venue, and moved for a third change, alledging prejudice 
in the judge as the cause. The court, without noticing the 
motions of the defendant’s counsel, decided that he had no 
jurisdiction of the case, and ordered it back to Wal- 
worth county. His Honor Judge Miller, has kindly furnished 
a written opinion upon this point; a copy of which is also 
submitted. [Document “ B”] Ihave secured the services 
of John H. Tweedy, Esq., as associate counsel with Mr. Strong 
in this suit. Iam still of the opinion that the Tertitory can- 
not obtain a fair trial in Walworth county. The cause has 
once been tried there, attended by such circumstances as were 
well calculated to produce this impression upon the mind of 
any unprejudiced bystander. Possibly the same circumstan- 
ces may not recur upon another trial. From the testimony 
aduced on the trial, if I am at all capable of weighing it, the 
Territory cannot fail af a heavy judgment in its favor, if it 
can ever obtain a tolerably fair trial. 

The suit against J. D. Doty, as treasurer of the board of 
building commissioners, has been continued without further 
expense for the last two years, This has been done by con- 
sent of parties. 

It has been my endeavor to conduct these suits with asmuch 
regard to economy as was consistent with a faithful prosecu- 
tion of them; and the expenses attending them for the last 
year, have not been great. It cannot however be expected 
that competent counsel can afford to attend to the bysiness of 
the Territory without at least a prompt adjustment of their ac- 
counts, 

About the first of July last the commissioners of Dane 
county applied to me for permissjon to finish the capitol — 
I consented to the proposition on the condition that I should 
have the control and direction of the work, and that the Ter- 
titory should not be considered as placed under any obliga- 
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tion to pay the expenses incurred. The commissioners receiy. 
ed proposals for doing the work according to specifications 
furnished by me, and the contract was let to Augustus A, 


Bird, and has been promptly, and with but few exceptions, 


properly executed, at an expense to the county of about tro | 


thousand dollars. 


As it became necessary in plastering the library room to 
clear it of the books and furniture, and to take down the tem. 
porary shelving with which it had been provided, it occurred 
to me that it was a favorable opportunity and a highly impor. 
tant object to have the room shelved ina more appropriate and 
extensive manner. I was aware that I was not authorized 
to incur this item of expense, but presumed the legislature 
would regard the manifest necessity and propriety of it, 
asa sufficient justification. I have also incurred some ex 
tra expense In painting and whitewashing the Legislative 
Halls. o 

The capitol being now finished, or nearly so, and the square 
enclosed, I would respectfully suggest whether a special law 
should not be enacted, for the better preservation of the pub- 
lic property. An impression seems to prevail to some extent, 
that if a gate opening into the public square is found closed 
and fastened, any one has the same right to demolish it, as if 
it had been erected across a public highway. If the gates 
cânnot be controlled by the officer having charge of the 


building and public grounds, they might as well be without a 
fence'of any kind. The door of the court room was recently 
broken open for the purpose of holding religious meetings, in 
defiance of my determination to keep it closed in order to pro- 
tect the public wood pile. The Superintendent may not be 
aware of his duty in such cases, but he is entirely at a loss as 
to what remedy he can apply to these and the like depreda- 
tions upon the public property. The supreme court room has 
been freely granted for all public purposes, as seemed just 
and proper, on account of the expense incurred by the county 
in finishing the building, with but one condition—that the oe- 
cupants should furnish their own fuel. ~ But it should not be 
presumed, because the capitol is the property of the Territory, 
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or because the county of Dane has expended money upon it, 
that any man, from any part of the Territory has a right to 


_ break open the doors and make himself at home in any apart- 


ment of the building that suits him, and make free use of the 
public wood to warm himself withal. 

No additions have been made to the library during the year 
past, except the usual editions of the journals, and five hund- 
red copies of the reports of the decisions of the supreme court 
of the Territory. 

The appropriation to John S. Littell for the law library 
was not paid to me, as directed by. the appropriation act of 
last session, for the reason that the Secretary would receive 
nothing but Mr. Littell’s own signature to the receipt for the 
money, and consequently he has received nothing as yet. 

The laws of the Territory passed at the last session of the 
Assembly have not been received at the library. In the 
month of May or June last, Mr. W. W. Wyman informed me 
that he had an edition of the laws of the last session ready for 
delivery, and requested me to receive them, and receipt for 
them. I refused to do so, knowing that another man had 
been authorized by the Legislature to do the public printing, 
and that Mr. Wyman had no more authority to print the laws 
for the Territory than any other man. To receive the laws 
from him, I considered would be taking upon myself to decide . 
that Mr. Wyman was the public printer, and not the man who . 
was appointed by the legislature—a responsibility which I did 
not wish toassume. The laws have been received by the 
Secretary of the Territory, and, as I have heard, been paid 
for. Mr. Hyer, who was authorized to print the laws, has 
not done so, for the reason, as he informed me, that the Sec- 
retary refused to farnish him with the copies. 

Owing to these circumstances the supreme court reports 
were not published with the acts, as required by law, but in 
a separate form, the reporter having futnished copies to the 
authorized printer. These reports have not been distributed 
to any extent, as there was but a small edition of them; and 
being detached from the laws, I was doubtful as to what was 
my duty in regard to them, and have therefore kept them on 
hand to be disposed of as the Legislature may direct, with 
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the exception of a few sold to attornies who wished to obtaiy 
them. 

At the close of the last session, Mr. Seth M. Vanberger 
proposed to furnish the wood for the present session Upon the 
following terms: One half to be oak and one half to be rock 
maple, delivered in the capitol square by the first of April 
1844; to be prepared for the stoves and hauled to the steps of 
the capitol during the present session, for two dollars and 
twenty-five cents per cord. Considering the advance of labor | 
proposed, the quality of the wood, and the advantage of har. 
ing it seasoned, I considered the proposition a fair one, and 
closed a contract with him for one hundred and seventy-five 
cords. Believing it to be good economy to secure seasoned 
fuel, I have contracted with the same individual upon the 
` same terms, to deliver during the present winter, two hundred 
cords for next winter’s use, to be paid for at the close of the 
next annual session of the legislature. 

I have found it necessary to purchase but a small bill of 
stationery in addition to what was on hand at the close of the 
last session. 

The carpets in the capitol, I scarcely need mention, are be- 
coming badly worn—so much so, that it will be difficult to 
make them serve during another session. I think they should 
be sold while they are somewhat saleable, and new ones pro- 
vided. 

Since the foregoing was prepared, the Governor has deposi- 
ted in the library, thirty-nine copies: of the acts of the first 
session of the twenty-eighth Congress; one copy of the House 
journal of the same Congress—the fourth volume of Scam 
mon’s Illinois Reports, and one pamphlet volume of Iredell's 
North Carolina Reports.

Judge Miller delivered the following Opinion: E 


This case was tried in the district court of Walworth coun- 
ty, where a verdict and judgment were rendered in favor of 
the defendants. It is brought to this court by writ of error is~. 
sued at the instance of the Territory. The errors assigned 
will be considered in their order. 

The first assignment of error, is that the district court erred 
in refusing to award a venire facias to the sheriff to fill the 
panel of jurors to the number of thirty-six. 

The whole number of petit jurors were not summoned by 
the sheriff, as appeared by his return. By section thirty-four 
ofthe “act concerning grand and petit jurors,” if for any 


J cause, the whole number of any grand or petit jury should fail 


to be summoned according to the provisions of the act, the 
judge of the court may direct the clerk to issue a venire to the 
sheriff, or other officer, directing him forthwith to summon a 
sufficient number of talesmen for such grand or petit jury. 
The court, or judge, is not obliged to issue this special venire, 
but is to be governed therein by the nature and extent of the 
business pending. The whole jury very rarely is summoned, 
or in attendance—but the court never awards a special venire 
on this account, unless the state or nature of the business in 
court should require it. | 

The Mcond assignment of error is—that the.court refused to 
permit, on the motion of the plaintiff’s counsel, the jury to be 
balloted for, by placing the names of the jurors on separate 
pieces of paper, and drawing them by lot. 

Although this would be a correct practice and is generally 
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pursued ; yet it was not then the practice in the second diz 
trict. And the statutes not requiring it, Wwe will not reverse 
the judgment for this cause, 

The third assignment of error is—that the court allowed the 
jury to separate during the trial of the cause, without being 
under charge of a bailiff sworn to keep them according to lay; 
and that the court made no order which appears of record, thy 
said jury should not converse with the parties or their agent 
in relation to the suit while thus separated; and that it dos 
not appear by the record, that the consent of the plaintiff wy 
obtained for such separation. 

“It is not necessary that such things should take place, « 
that they should appear on the record, it is common practice 
for the jury, in civil suits, to separate during the recess of th 
court, although it may be proper in the court, to caution th 
jury against the approaches or intrigues of dishonest or ignor 
ant persons, yet an omission to do so is no error. 

The fourth assignment of error is—that the court refused 
to receive testimony in relation to the character and kind d 
funds paid out by the defendants as commissioners of publi 
buildings. 

This was abandoned by the counsel at the argument. 

The fifth assignment of error is—that the court refused t 
require James Morrison, a witness on the part of the defend: 
ants, to answer a question put on the part of the plaintiff, m 

‘the ground that his answer might tend to establish a civil lie 
bility against him and in favor of the Territory. 

The record shows that this witness was called by the de 
fendants ; and that he testified that he was contractor of th 
public buildings, and as such contractor received from th 
treasurer of the commissioners of public buildings, moneys, 
in the months of June, July and August, eighteen hundred 
and thirty-eight. The counsel for the plaintiff then asked the 
witness, “how much money he had so received and the times 
of its reception?” which question the witness degimed at 
swering, for the reason that the answer might tend to estab 
lish a civil liability from him to the Territory of Wisconsin in 
a suit that might be brought against him for a Hreach of his 

rontract; and the court decided that the witnéss should not be 
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required to answer the question. By section seventy of the 
“act concerning testimony and depositions,” on page 249, of 
the statutes, any competent witness in a cause, shall not be 
excused from answering a question relevant to the matter in 
issue, on the ground merely that the answer to such question 
may establish, or tend to establish, that such witness owes a 
debt, or is otherwise subject to a civil suit. It may be, that 
this question was not relevant to the matter in issue, and if 
it were not, the court was right in the decision made, But it 
does not so appear on the record. Both sides seemed to con- 
sider the testimony ofthe witness relevant to the matter in is- 
sue; and there is no other reason for his refusal to answer, or 
thedecision of the court, but the one above stated, which is 
not sufficient in law to excuse him. This court has not the 
whole evidence in the cause from which we can judge of the 
relevancy, or irrelevancy of this question. We must dispose 
of the error assigned, from the bill of exceptions alone, which af- 
fords no further information upon this point than is stated above. 
Being then confined in an examination of the bill alone, we 
have to decide, that the reason given by the witness for his re- 
fusal to answer the question is not, in law, sufficient to ex- 
cuse him, and that the court should have required the witness 
to answer. We do not intend to direct, by this decision, that 
on another trial the witness shall answer this question whether 
rélevant or not, to the issue, but of that the court is to deter- 
mine if necessary. 

The sixth assignment of error is—that the court admitted 
as evidence to the jury, various extracts from a pamphlet en- 
titled - Journal of the Council of. the first Legislative Assem- 
bly of Wisconsin, at the second session thereof, begun and 
held at Burlington on the sixth day of November, A. D. 1837, 
published for the Territory by F. J. Munger, 1838, R. P. 
Brooks & Co: Printers, No. 1, Baker street, Cincinnati, Ohio,” 
which were offered for the purpose of showing the action of 
the Counsil in relation to the defendants as commissioners of 
public buildings. 

-. The description or title page of the pamphlet is here given, 
and nothing more. We have not been favored with it, or a 
copy of it, or of that part which was read in evidence, by which 
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to decide whether it is legal evidence or not. Error is not ty 
be presumed. 

The seventh assignment of error is—that the court sustaip. 
ed a motion for a new trial, made on the ground, that the ver. 
dict was contrary to law and evidence, on condition, of the 
payment of all the costs by plaintiff. 

The motion for a new trial is usually addressed to the di. 
cretion of the court; and unless authorized by statute is no 
the subject of a writ of error. Woods vs. Young,'4 Cranch, 
237; Henderson vs. Moore, 5 Cranch. 113 Barr vs. Gratz, 4 
Wheat. 213; under the statutes, questions of law which may 
arise upon such motion are legitimate subjects of investiga. ; 
tion in this court. Generally a court in the exercise of its dis- 
cretion, in disposing of motions for new trials, can make such 
order or grant the motion onsuch terms as may be just. But 
when a verdict is set aside on the ground that it is agains 
law and evidence, it should be done without terms. Tt is the 
duty of the jury to take the law from the court Tt is the prov. 
ince of the jury to decide the facts; and of the court to decide 
the law. And if a jury should disregard the charge of the 
court upon the law of the case, it is the duty of the court to 
set aside the verdict unconditionally. And if it should appear 
that the court has misdirected the jury as to the law, the ver 
dict should also be set aside by the court unconditionally. 
Where the jury has disregarded the charge.of the court, jus 
tice can only be done by setting aside the verdict and allow 
ing a second trial, for an error of the jury cannot be reached 
by writ of error. When the court errs in the law of the case, 
the supreme court will reverse the judgment and direct thata 
venire facias de nove issue, without terms; unless it plainly 
appears by the record, that the plaintiff cannot recover undet 
any circumstances. For this reason the court that decides 
cause when convinced of error in the law, should order a new 
trial unconditionally. 

The eighth assignment of error is—that the court entered a 
judgment against the plaintiff. 

It is a general rule that a judgment cannót be entered 
against a sovereignty, unless authority thereof is given by law. 
The United States never pays costs ; nor can a court make 
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direct judgment or decree, against the United States for costs 
and expenses in à suit, to which the United States is a party, 
either on behalf of any suitor, or any officer of the government; 
The United States vs. Barker, 2 Wheat. 395 ; The Antelope 12 
Wheat. 546. The sovereignty of this section of the North- 
Western Territory is yet inthe United States. And in pur- 
suance of that clause in the constitution, giving to Congress - 
the power to dispose of, and make all needful rules and regu- 
_ lations respecting the territory of the United States, the act 
establishing the territorial government of Wisconsin was pas- * 
sed. By that acta government was established or created, 
composed of executive, legislative and judicial branches. The 
Governor is commander-in-chief of the militia; is to approve 
of laws passed by the Legislature; can grant pardons; can 
commission officers ; and shall take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed. The legislative power extends to all rightful 
subjects of legislation. But the laws of the Governor -and 
Legislative Assembly, shall be submitted to, and if disappro- 
ved by the Congress of the United States, the same shall be 
null and of no effect. That is, the laws passed by the Legis- 
lature are valid until annulled by the disapproval of Congress. 
The judicial power of the Territory is vested in a supreme 
and other courts ; which possess chancery and common law 
jurisdiction in all cases arising unde: the constitution and laws 
of the United States, as is vested in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States. Writs of error and appeals from 
the final decision of the supreme court, are allowed to the su- 
preme court of the United States in cases exceeding in amount 
one thousand dollars. Hence it is apparent, that by this law, 
a municipal corporation, or government is created subject to 
the control of, and immediately connected with the govern-~ 
ment of the United States, By virtue of its incorporation, 
and as a necessary means of protecting its rights in all con- 
tracts, the Territory can maintain an action in the courts with- 
in its limits. By virtue of its incorporation, all the powers 
and functions of sovereignty exist—subject only to the super- 
vision and.control of the general’ government. The officers 
in all branches of the government of the Territory are entitled 
to similar rights and privileges, and are subject to similar pains 
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and penalties, to those of a sovereign state. And similar pro 
visions are made for the settlement and adjustment of claims 
against the Territory, and for the adjustment of Territorial 
funds, to those in existence in a sovereign state. For all ne 
cessary purposes of government, Wisconsin is a sovereipnty 
— and should be entitled to the same immunities. Itis a Ter 
ritory of the United States, and therefore is considered 4 
part of the United States, or immediately. connected there. 
with. For these reasons we come to the conclusions, that the. 
Territory of Wisconsin cannot be sued in the courts of the 
Territory, in the absence of express authority of law for that, 
purpose, and that the judgment against the Territory, for the 
costs expended by the defendants in this case must be reversed,

This cause was commenced in the district court for the cout 
ty of Iowa, in the month of August, 1839. It was continued 
from term to term, pleas were filed and various proceedings 
had in said court, until September 1841; when on the peti 
tion of defendants alledging prejudice of the inhabitants of 
said county against them, it was ordered by the Judge of the 
first district, to be moved to Walworth county. It was con 
tinued to the district court of Walworth county, from term to 
term, by consent of the parties, or fer cause, until the May 
term of 1843, when it came on to be tried in said court, and 
a verdict was rendered for the defendants. On a writ of ex 
ror to the supreme court, the judgment rendered on this ver-

dict was reversed. In August last, a few days after the de- 
cision of the supreme court, the plaintiff, by John Y. Smith, 
its agent, applied to the Judge of the second district, for an 


_ order to remove this cause from Walworth county, on the alle- 


gations of prejudice of the inhabitants of said county, and an 
undue influence of. the defendants, or some of them, over the. 
minds of the inhabitants of said county; who, whereupon or- 
dered that it be transmitted to Milwaukee county. ‘Thus this 
cause has passed from the first district, through the second, 
into the third ; remaining long enough in either of the two for- 
mer districts, to have been finally disposed of, in the ordinary 
course of judicial proceeding in this Territory. 

This proceeding, no doubt, was had under the “ Act to 
amend an actof the statutes of 1839, entitled ‘an act concern- 
ing the supreme and district courts,’” approved January 9th, 
1840. The tenth section provides, “that if either party in any 
civil cause in law or equity, which may be pending in any 
district court in this Territory, shall fear that he will not re- 
ceive a fair trial in the county in which such causeis pending, 
on account that the judge is interested or prejudiced, or is re- 
lated to, or shall have been council for either party, or the ad- 
verse party has an undue influence over the minds of the in- 
habitants of the county, where the action is pending ; or that 
the inhabitants of such county are prejudiced against the ap- 
plicants, or that a large number of the inhabitants of such 
county have an interest in the question involved in said suit 
adverse to the applicant, so that he cannot expect a fair trial 
—such party may apply to the court in term time, or to any 
Judge in vacation, &c.—who shall, if satisfied with the truth 
of the allegations, award a change of venue to some county 
where the causes complained of do not exist.” And by the ` 
eleventh section of the same act, it is made the duty of the 
district court of the county to which said cause shall be sent 
for trial, to proceed to trial in the same manner, and give 
judgment and award execution, as though the said cause had 
not been removed. 

The papers in this cause, being in possession of the clerk 
of this court, it becomes the duty of the court to ascertain 
whether it should entertain jurisdiction of the cause; as with- 
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out such jurisdiction legally attached, a judgment renderej 
by this court would be a nullity. 

The sections of the act above referred to, do not in terms 
limit or restrict the change to one time, but that such is the 
intention thereof, when properly examined, will appeat ver 
evident. It is certainly the policy of our laws, and the duy 
of our courts to have all judicial business disposed of without 
any unnecessary expense. It is not the duty of a court to py 
a construction upon a statute, as may tend to obstruct or delay 
the administration of justice. The legislature authorized the 
removal of causes for the reasons stated in the act; and pre 
scribed the form of the application therefor; but left the time 
of such removal open to be disposed of by the court accord. 
ing to well established practice. 

When an application is made to the court, orto the judge, 
reasonable notice is to be given to the opposite party, of such 
application, and if the court or judge is satisfied of the truth 
of the allegation, a change of venue is to be awarded to some 
county where the causes complained of do not exist. Andi 
is made the duty of the district court of the county to which 
said cause shall be sent for trial, to proceed to trial in the sam 
manner, and to give judgment and award execution, as though 
the cause had not been removed. In this case, when application 
was made to the judge of the first judicial district, notice was 
given to the plaintiff’s attorney of such application, and the 
cause was ordered to be transmitted to Walworth county for 
trial, and in obedience to said act, was tried in the distria 
court of said county of Walworth. It was ordered to Wak 
worth county for trial, and according to the statutes must be 
tried there, unless the judge should be subject to some dise 
bility, such as being interested, or related, or having been cf 
counsel for either party, when he would, as a matter of course, 
order it to be returned to Iowa county, so that it could be di 
rected to a county where such disability does not exist. This 
cause legally belonged to the jurisdiction of the district court of 
Iowa county, and was there pending, until the judge of that court 
ordered it to be transmitted to Walworth county for trial. The 
court of Walworth county was, by the law, authorized to try the 
cause, but not to order it to be transmitted fo another county 
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for trial, The statute does not authorize this court to try this 
cause. | 

If this change were construed to be within the spirit and 
meaning of the statute, and according to correct practice, the 
power of the courts to force causes to trial, would become ex- 
hausted. A change was effected in the first place, by the de- 
fendants, for prejudice in the people of Iowa county against 
them. This change is attempted to be effected, by the plain- 
tiff, for prejudice in the people, and an undue influence of the 
defendants, or some of them, over the minds of the people of 
Walworth county. A petition fora change, on the part of 
the defendants, alledging prejudice. in the judge, or some oth- 
er new reason, would require the cause to be removed from 
this district, for instance, to Grant county, in the first district, 


“where the plaintiff could present a petition alledging preju- 


dice in the judge, or something new, when it would be order- 
ed, for instance, to Rock county, in the second district; where 
a similar petition might be presented by defendants. Thus 
this cause, and every other on the dockets, with the necessary 
train of parties, attornies and witnesses, might be kept trav- 
elling through the Territory; without the least prospect of evs 
er being finally disposed of. It cannot be presumed that the 
legislature, by this act, authorized such an absurdity; such 
annoyance to suitors; such a delay in the administration of 
justice. It is not to be presumed, that the legislature, by this 
act, opened a door for the corruption, and doubtful swearing, 
at least, that must necessarily accompany such a proeeeding. 
If this is tolerated, a party can try his hand in the first place 
with the judge, by some question of law, and if a decision be 
against him, the next step may be an affidavit of prejudice 
in the judge, in support of a petition for a change of venue, 
Then, after a trial, in the county to which the cause is transe 
mitted, the losing party, if a new trial can be obtained, will 
be sure to apply for a second change, on the allegation of pres 
judice in the people, or something of the kind. Thuis, it is 
seen, that the law must Inevitably be abused. In the first 
place, the decision of the court upon the law, is no evidence 
of prejudice of the judge—nor in the second place, is the 
verdict of the jury any ‘evidence of prejudice, or an undue in-

fluente over the minds of the people. A judge is often tes 
quired to decide the law against persons, whom he esteems 
his best friends—and a jury is often compelled to render a ver- 
diet against the most honest ‘and.upright men of their com 
try. | 
To prevent the abuse and prostitution of the administration 
of justice, above alluded to, the rule has long since beer 
adopted and enforced, to restrain a defendant from havinghis 
cause sent to another justice, in pursuance of the 18th section 
of the act to amend an act concerning justices of the peace, 
approved January 8th, 1840, after he had offered and filed his 
plea in the cause, before the justice who issued the process,— 
Such a rule was necessary to prevent an abuse of that law, 
and a delay of the trial. If, on certiorari, the judgment of 
the second justice has been reversed for this delay in the re 
moval, how much more certainly would any judgment this 
court should render in this cause, be reversed by the supreme 
court? 

In order to show how strict the practice of the court is, in 
this particular, where judicial proceedings are well regulated, 
I will refer to the established rules of the courts in England 
and New York—where the courts can order a change of ver 
ue for the convenience of parties and witnesses; and for the 
purpose of afair and impartial trial. In the King’s Bench, it | 
is settled, that the venue cannot be changed, at the instance 
of the defendant after pleaded, and even though he afterwards 
have leave to withdraw his plea and plead it de novo witha 
notice set-off. In the common pleas, the motion is for a rule 
to show cause; and may demand, as in the King's Bench, at 
any time before plea pleaded. In the Exchequer the court 
will not change the venue in any case, where a trial has been 
had. Nor can the defendant, in that court, change the venue 
after having obtained an order for time to plead; 1 Tidd’s 
Practice, 955. In the State of New York the venue will not 
be changed, if the motion for that pyrpose is not made until 
after issue joined, and it appears that the plaintiff, if success 
ful on the’ trial, will Jose a term ,in entering his judgment, if 
the motion be granted. Lee etal vs. Chapman, 11. Wendell, 
186. “When the object of an order, eflarging the time to 
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plead, manifestly is to throw a plaintiff over the circuit, a mo- 
tion to change the venue made in the meantime, will be de- 
nied. Haywood Thayer, 10 Wendell, 571, In 18 Wendell, 
§14, Anonymous, it is decided that a defendant is not bound 
to move for a change of venue before plea put in, but if he 
moves after plea, and the effects of his plea is to throw the 
plaintiff over a circuit, the motion will be denied. The ven- 
ue will not be changed after issue joined, provided it appear 
that the plaintiff may lose a trial by the delay. Chapin vs. 
DeGroff, 4 Cowen 544, Delevan vs, Baldwin, 3 Crane’s Rep. 
184, Rent vs. Dodge, 3John 447. The statute of this Terri 
tory being silent, as to the time of the application, these rules 
of practice are as applicable here, as in the courts of another 
country. 

It has been intimated by counsel, that a decision against the 
jurisdiction of the court would bea reflection upon the other 
Judges; and particularly the Judge of the second districti— 
This court does not intend to cast the least reflection upon 
them, or either of them—nor is there the least occasion of ne- 
cessity for doing so. The venue was ordered to be changed | 


by both Judges without probably the least opposition, or pfo- 


bably without having the true meaning of the law presented 
by opposition—and with a disposition felt by every honest and 
honorable Judge to accommodate the complaining party with 
anopportunity to have a trial by an impartial court and jury. 

All I desire to decide is, that, by the law of this Territory, 
jurisdiction of this cause cannot be conferred upon this court 
which is the duty of this court now to decide, before the par- 
ties be put to the expense and trouble attendant upon a trial 
here, which as a Judge of the Supreme Court, I should de» 
cide to be a nullity.

Srz—In fulfilling my official duties, the annual report of th: 
state of the militia of Wisconsin Territory should be maden] 
your Excellency for Executive and Legislative action there, 
I proceed to make such report as the information in this office 
will afford, 

In pursuance of General orders issued by the Commander 
in-Chief, of the date of August lst, 1839, orders were issued 
from this department to the several constituted’ militia officen 
within the Territory, accompanied with letters of instruction, 
the object of which was to accomplish an effectual reorgank 
zation of the militia pursuant to the existing laws. 

Since that period, and up to the 30th of November, 184, 
ìn virtue of various general orders, correspondence with of 
cers in relation to the boundaries of regiments, battalions, and 
companies—the consequent appointments of militia officers, 
and the returns made to this office of such military inform: 
tion as enabled the Adjutant General to effect the object of the 
general orders of August Ist, 1839, a full and complete organ 
ization of the militia of Wisconsin Territory was constituted, 
embracing the general staff, the officers of two divisions, fout 
brigades, seven regiments, five separate battalions, seventy: 
six companies, independent of several volunteer companies, 
and an aggregate numerical force of seven thousand six 
hundred militia. | 

For a full and detailed statement of the bounds of divisions,

brigades, regiments and companies, together with the Roster 
of the gerietal staff, and all officers of the militia and also a de- 
tailed organization of a volunteer system within, and indepen- 
dent of the divison and brigade boundaries of the militia, I 
beg leave to refer your Excellency to my report, dated No-. 
vember 30th, 1842, as communicated to the Legislature by 
the Governor and Commander-in-Chief. 

By the annual report made from this office to the Executive 
on the 80th November, 1843, to which also, I respectfully re- 
fer, it will be seen that a new regiment ‘has been organized 
from the fourth separate battalion, and numbered the eighth 
regiment, . To the various matters contained’ in that report in 
regard to the whole militia system as now regulated by law, 
as well as to several special maters considered as deserving of 
legislative action, I beg leave to call the attention of your Ex- 
cellen¢y without reiterating here, the remarks and sugges- 
tions embraced in the report. 

In consequence of the failure of the receipt of returns in 
this office, as stated in the last mentioned report, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief promulgated through this department a gen- 
eral order of the date of December 13th, 1843, directing com- 
manders of regiments and battalions to make report to the 
Commander-in-Chief without delay, of enrcllments under the 
act of April 12th, 1843. The result of this order has not been 
communicated to this office, and if the several returns as re- - 
quired by law to be made by the regimental, company and 
staff officers, as well as by the officers of brigades of the ter- 
titorial militia continue to be neglected as they have hitherto 
been, in derogation of law, and to the effectual injury and 
consequent destruction of the whole militia system, even the 
remarks now made may be considered as wholly unneces- 
sary. ; 

Since the date of my last report, I have learned that com- 
plete equipments for a troop of forty-five cavalry have been 
furnished of the public arms belonging to the Territory, to 
Captain John F. O'Neill, of Iowa county. These equipments 
consist of pistols, holsters, and cartouch boxes and belts, and 
sabres and belts. No return of ‘any members of any compa- 
ny under Captain O’Neil’s command has been made to this 
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know of such company being organized. In relation to th 
public arms and their distribution, I again beg leave to refy 
to former reports from this office. 

Until some information shall be received in this departmey 
from the commanders of regiments and battahons, of change 
or alterations within the bounds of their several commands 
Iam compelled to refer your Excellency, as before stated, t 
my reports of the respective dates of the 30th day of Novem 
ber, 1842, and 1843, and I also again respectfully ask legista 
tive consideration. of the several matters contained in the Ad, 
jutant General’s report of the 30th November, 1843,

OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE JUDICIARY ON THE MESSAGE OF THE 
GOVERNOR, INCLUDING THE COMMUNICATION OF THE COMMIS 
SIONER OF INDIAN AFFAIRS.

The committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred the 
message of the Governor enclosing a. communication of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs ; 


RESPECTFULLY REPORT: 


That they have examined the subject referred to them, and 
considered the recommendations of the commissioner. The 
committee will state, inthe outset, that they do not consid. 
er it to be the legitimate province of the Commissioner of In 
dian Affairs, to send his recommendations to this Legislature, . 
as to such laws which he may think ought, or ought not to 
be passed: If, however, the committee should be in error in 
this, the suggestions of this communication are such as car 
not meet our concurrence. The act of Congress to regulate 
trade and intercourse with the Indian tribes and to preserve 
peace on the frontier, approved June 30, 1834, has vested in 

` the President, and the officers of the general government, very 
extensive powers for the suppression of the evil complained of, 
It is believed, that these powers are ample for the purpose, if 
properly exercised, so far as relates to the Indian country. 
If they are not, Congress is the proper authority to apply to 
for the purpose of increasing them. If they are inefficiently 
exercised, the head of the Indian Department has the correr 
tive in his own hands. : 

To pass an act, as recommended by the Commissioner, de- 
elaring the introduction of spirituous liquors beyond the pre: 
cinct of the white settlements within the bounds of the lands 
sold or advertised, to be prima facia evidence of intention to 


a 
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sell or give to Indians, would, if intent- without consummation 
could be punished criminally, be both harsh and unjust, and 
productive of the greatest difficulties. It would seem that the 
Commissioner has but an imperfect idea of the extent of the 
precincts of our white settlements. It would be difficult, if 
not impossible to find any place upon lands sold or advertised 
inthis Territory, that is beyond them ; and under such a law 
as is proposed, questions would constantly arise as to whether 
a particular place was within or beyond the precincts of white 
settlers, and these questions would be of the most difficult so- 
lution. Again, a man might have the contraband article in 
the prohibited place for lawful purposes, and yet wholly una- 
ble to prove a negative to establish his innocence with the pri- 
ma facia evidence against him. The committee do not be- 
lieve that it would be a just or sound policy, to reverse the 
maxim of law which presumes a man to be innocent until he 


‘1s proved to be guilty, and presume himiguilty until he proves his 


innocence. 

The committee consider the suggestion of giving by law, 
power to the military officers and Indian agents, to seize, con- 
fiscate and destroy, within the civil jurisdiction of this Terri- 
tory and withoùt process of law, to be in the highest degree ob- 
jectionable. It cannot, as it is conceived, be in any degree 
proper for this Legislature to vest any portion of arbitrary 
power in the officers of the United States. Such a course 
would be of the most evil tendency, productive, in all proba- 
bility, of serious collision between the military, and our citi- 
zens, a thing not to be thought of with toleration, and which 
all good and wise men would wish to avoid. 

Measures so contrary to the genius of our institutions and 
the principles of our government, ought to be condemned by 
all, and being recommended by the highest officer of the In- 
dian Department, adds nothing to their weight in the consid- 
eration of the committee. 

The committee regret, as much as others, the prevalence of 
the evil complained of. With a view of ascertaining what 
can legitimately be done to arrest it, they have examined the 
Statutes of the Territory now in force on the subject of selling 
intoxicating drink to Indians, and think that the act is defec- 
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tive. It only gives a popular action for the penalty, to be re. 
covered before a justice of the peace. This kind of action, i 
generally considered in our country, as odious and few will 
bring it. The committee therefore report a bill making the 
offence indictable in the district courts, and punishable by fing 
and imprisonment.

“ Resolved, That the Attorney General of the Territory be 
requested to communicate to this House, at his earliest com 
venience, any information in his possession in relation to any 
attempt to resuscitate the charter of the Bank of Milwaukee; 
together with any correspondence between the officers, agents, 
or attorneys of the bank, and himself, as an officer of the Ter 
ritory, on the subject of testing, in the Supreme Court, the 
validity of the repeal of said charter by the Territorial Le 
gislature ;” 

I have the honor to transmit herewith a copy of a commu 
nication addressed by me, on the 13th of July last, to J. E, 
Arnold, Esq., in reply to a communication of his, making an 
application to me, on behalf of the Bank of Milwaukee, to 
make up an agreed case to the Supreme Court of the Territo- 
ry at its July term, 1844, to test the validity of the act of the 
Legislature repealing its charter. 

I possess no other definite information respecting the inten- 
tion of the Bank of Milwaukee to resuscitate its charter than 
that derived from the communication ofthe attorney of the

Sm—I have received your communication of the 5th in- 
stant, by the hands of Mr. Lindsey Ward; in which, among 
other things, you state that, “ we have been taking the neces- 
sary steps to revive and put in operation the Bank of Milwau- 
kee.” That “the charter was repealed by an act of the Le- 
gislature passed at the session of 1838-39°—that “the ob- 
ject now is not to act in defiance of the law, but to test the 
question whether the Legislature can repeal the charter be- 
fore the proper facts are judicially ascertained” —that “ the 
Bank has no desire to do business until the quéstion of the 
rightful repeal of its charter can be fairly tried; and that, 
therefore, you are fully authorized and desired to say that you 
need not be to the trouble and expense of instituting the prop- 
er proceedings by scire facias to raise this issue, but that I will 
agree with'you at Madison upon a true statement of all the 
facts, and that thereupon the question shall be made to the 
Supreme Court of the validity of the act of repeal;” and that 
‘the only object of the Bank doing any business at this time 
is to authorize your interference at this time so that the ques- 
ion may be settled at this term of the court.” - i 
In reply, I have to observe, that the very late period at 
hich you notified me of the design and wishes of the Bank

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in this matter, (having received your note but yesterday, leny: 
ing but one week day before the commencement of the tem 
of the Supreme Court) leaves me no opportunity consistently 
with the faithful discharge of other indispensable professional 
duties for instituting the necessary and proper enquiries inte. 
lation te the various matters connected with, and affecting the 
charter of the institution referred fo; and haviug an impor 
tant bearing upon the legal points which you desire, on be. 
half of the Bank, to have determined at the approaching tem 
of the Supreme Court. 

Besides, the Legislature having chosen to act in the my. 
ter, I do not think it would be proper for me, under existing 
circumstances, and in the absence of any authority expressly 
conferred, to assume the responsibility in a matter involving 
legal considerations of such magnitude and consequence, per 
haps so important to the Territory, to consent to any arrange 
ment by which the Territory would be bound, or by which, 
by any possibility, however remote, the rights and interests of 
the Territory might be compromised. 

Entertaining these views, and acting under what I deems 
just sense of official responsibility, I am.constrained to declin 
any action in the matter on behalf of the Territory at the pres 
ent term of the Supreme Court; and, indeed, until special; 
authorized and instructed by the Legislature.

Sin:—The legal proceedings instituted, in pursuance of a 
resolution of the Legislature of the Territory, against the 
Bank of Wisconsin, to procure a forfeiture of its charter, hav- 
ing been’ brought toa termination, it properly devolves upon 
me, in the discharge of my official duty, to communicate to 
the Legislature the result of those proceedings. 

I have the honor therefore, to state, that at the October 
term of the District Court for the county of Brown, in 1842, 
the case of the “Attorney General of Wisconsin vs. the Bank 
of Wisconsin,” came on for a final hearing, before his honor 
Judge Miller, at which term of the court, the charter of the 
bank was declared forfeited, i 

It was alledged and contended, on behalf of the people, at 
the hearing, that the bank had, in several important particu- 
lars violated the provisions of its charter. Among the most 
material allegations against the bank, of violationsof its char- 
ter, were the following: 

Ist. That the bank has refused to redeem its bills and oth- 
er liabilities when due and demanded at the Banking House 
of said bank, in the legal coin of the United States, and that 
this refusal had continued fora year and upwards, prior to the 
commencement of the said suit. 

2nd. That a committee. invested with full powers and law- 
ful authority, appointed by the Legislature of the Territory to 
examine into the acts, affairs ‘and condition of the bank, had 
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been denied free access to its books and papers; that the off, | 
cers of the bank had refused to answer such committee any, 
questions under oath, touching its affairs and condition ; or ty 
submit to such an examination as would enable the committe, 
to discharge the duties assigned them by the Legislature, | 

3rd. That the indebtedness of the said bank by bill, bond, 
note or other contract, greatly exceeded three. times the sum 
of the capital stock actually paid into such bank, over and 
above the specie then actually deposited therein. 

In support of these allegations contained in the bill of com. 
plaint in chancery—which was filed by my predecessor in of. 
fice, Hon. H. N. Wells—the testimony of several witnesses 
was aduced—whose depositions Ihad had taken, before spe 
cial masters in chancery, at Mineral Point, Milwaukee and 
Green Bay—and which testimony sustained the material alle. 
gations in the complainant’s bill. 

The case having been argued by me, on behalf of the Ter. 
ritory, and by H. S. Baird, Esq., on behalf of the bank, was 
submitted to the court; when his honor Judge Miller gave his 
final decision, and decreed, in substance, that for the facts ab 
ledged in the complainant's bill, and proven by the testimony 
adduced in the case, the charter of the bank be forfeited. — 
The court, thereupon, at the same term, appointed Alexander 
I. Irwin, Esq., of Green Bay, permanent receiver of the insti 
tution.

Sm:—At the last session of the Legislature, I communica- 
ted to your honorable body, the pendency and condition of the 
suit instituted sometime previously, by William Doughty 
against the Territory of Wisconsin, upon one. of the canal 
bonds; and that probably the legal questions arising therein, 
the most important of which was as to the sueability of the 
Territory, would soon be judicially determined. 

I have now the honor of apprising the Legislature through 
you, that at the last term of the District Court for Dane coun- 
ty, a judicial decision was given by his honor Judge Irvin, up- 
on the general demurrer, filed by me in said suit; and that 
the demurrer was sustained and the suit dismissed, upon the 
ground—which was mainly assumed and insisted upon in be- 
half of the Territory, in the written points presented to the 
court, and which are herewith submitted [See annexed docu- 
ment] that the Territory cannot be sued. 

In another case, the Supreme Court of the Territory, at its 
July term, held and laid down the same doctrine. The im- 
portant question, therefore, as to whether the Territory can be 
sued, has, finally been determined by the highest judicial tri- 
bunal of the Territory. o

ARGUMENT in support of Demurrer, submitted in behalf of 
the Territory, by Mortimer M. Jackson, Attorney General,- 


On Demurrer. 


This is an action instituted upon one of the Canal Bonds, 
issued by the Territory, under an act of the Legislature, to 
aid in the construction of the Milwaukee and Rock River Ca 
nal; which bond, it is alledged in the declaration, was nego 
tiated to the plaintiff in this action, who, in default of pay- 
ment thereon, has sued the Territory of Wisconsin for the 
same, in an action of debt. 

To the declaration of the plaintiff, the Territory has fileda 
general demurrer. The main point which arises upon the de 
murrer, and one which involves a variety of legal considera 
tions, of great weight and importance, is, can the Territory of 
Wisconsin be sued? 

In order to arrive at a proper solution of this question, it will 
be necessary to consider whenge the Territory of Wisconsin 
derives its powers;—in what they consist, and to what extent, 
and under what limitations and restrictions. 

Wisconsin is a Territory belonging to the United States, 
and governed by virtue of that clause in the constitution which 
empowers Congress to “make all needful rules and regula 
tions respecting the Territory or other property belonging to the 
United States.” 

In the exercise of this constitutional power by Congress, 
Wisconsin was, in 1836, organized into “ a separate Territory 
for the purpose of temporary government.”

In the sixth section of the organic law of Congress it i de- 
clared, that “the legislative power of the Territory shall ex- 
tend to all rightful subjects of legislation. No law shall be 
passed interfering with the primary disposal of the soil; no 
tax shall be imposed upon the property of the United States, 
nor shall the lands or other property of non-residents be taxed. 
higher than the lands or other property of residents, All the 
laws of the Governor and Legislative Assembly shall be sub» 
mitted to, and if disapproved by the Congress of the United 
States, shall be null and of no effect.” The ninth section de- - 
clares that the judicial power of the Territory shall be vested 
ina Supreme Court, District Courts, Probate Courts and Jus- 
tices of the Peace. The same section also declares that the 
“jurisdiction of the several courts herein provided for, both 
appellate and original, shall be as limited by law.” It is fur- 
ther declared, in the same section, that “each of the said 
District Courts shall have and exercise the same jurisdiction, 
in all cases arising under the constitution and lawsof the Uni- 
ted States, as is vested in the Circuit and District Courts of, 
the United States.” 

The powers of the Judiciary and of the Legislature of the 
Territory, are wholly derived from the seventh and ninth sec- 
tions of the organic law. 


The eleventh section declares that the Governor, Secretary, 


. Chief Justice, Associate Judges, Attorney and Marshal, shall 


be nominated, and by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, appointed by the President of the United States.” 

And in the first section, after defining the boundaries of the 
Territory, there is a proviso, which declares, “that nothing 
in this act contained shall be construed to inhibit the govern- 
ment of the United States from dividing the Territory hereby 
established, into one or more Territories, in such manner and 
at such times, as Congress shall, in its discretion, deem con- 
venient and proper; or from attaching any portion of said 
Territory to any other State or Territory of the United States.” 


From these several provisions of the organic law, defining : 
and limiting the power of the Territory, and providing for the 


. appointment, and prescribing the tenure of office, of its prin- 
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cipal officers, it is obvious that the United States designed ty 
retain, and does retain, entire sovereignty over the Territory: 
That while the President of the United States appoints its : 
principal officers, who hold their commissions during his pleas. 
ure, Congress possesses a supervisory power over all the acts 
of the Territorial Legislature; and even the right to alter oy 
modify, enlarge or abridge the boundaries of the Territory at 
its sovereign will and, pleasnre. i 

This view of the powers and disabilities of the Territory, 
is sufficient, it would seem, to establish the conviction that it 
possesses no other and higher powers than those which are 
expressly conferred by the organic law; or those which it pos. 
sesses by necessary implication as being indispensible to ena. | 
ble it to carry into effect the powers thus granted. It is clear, 
that the organic law of Congress, which must be regarded ag 
the supreme constitution of the Territory—no where confers 
the right or privilege of suing the Territory. It is obvious, 
too, from an examination of the provisions of .the organic law, 
which have been cited, that Congress, which exercises para- 
mount control over the Territory, and which rightfully regards 
it as the property of the United States, expressly designed to 
withhold this power. If such was not the design of Congress, 
would not the power have been expressly conferred by the om 
ganic law? would it have been left to doubtful implication ? 

No other inference can be drawn, as the organic law .of 
Congress establishing the territorial government of Wiscon- 
sin, in its enumeration of the powers of the Territory does not 
confer the power of suing it—than that Congress considered 
the position of the Territory, in this respect, analogous to that 
of the United States; and therefore, for wise reasons of pub- 
lic policy, designed to withhold the power. 

Indeed, Congress might, with great propriety, have sup- 
posed, and probably did suppose, when they established the 
territorial government of Wisconsin, that if they were to con- 
fer the power to sue the Territory, that power would be per- 
` verted, not only to the injury of the Territory, but of the Uni- 
ted States; and that it might in various ways, be so exercised . 
as to deprive the United States of that supreme control over | 
its affairs, which the constitution confers in that clause which 
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empowers Congress to “ make all needful rules and regula- 
tions respecting the Territory and other property of the United 
States.” 

The same reasons, and the same considerations of publie 
policy which induced Congress, in the establishment of the 
federal judiciary, and in the various acts passed since the 
adoption of the constitution, respecting the judiciary of the 
United States, to withhold (at least by implication) the right 
to commence or prosecute a suit aguinst the United States, apply 
with equal force tothe Territories belonging to the United 
States; and which are within their jurisdiction, which con- 


° stitute a part of their domain, and over which the United States 


hold and exercise paramount and supreme sovereignty. 

In this connexion the question naturally arises whether a 
suit can be maintained against the United States. The prac- 
tice adopted since the establishment of the constitution, of 
applying to Congress for the allowance of private claims upon 
the general government, would seem torecognize the doctrine 
of the non-sueability of the United States. 

For, if the courts of the United States afforded redress to 
citizens who had valid and legal claims against the United 
States, why resort to Congress, session after session, and in- 
cur the delay and expense of attending upon committegs of 
Congress, and of presenting memorial after memorial, and 
petition after petition, when the same claims could be more 
speedily, and dt less expense, enforced through the judicial 
tribunals? “We are not, however, without authority upon this 
point. Mr. Justice Story in his commentaries upon the Con- 
stitution 8 vol. page 597, says, “ the universally received opin- 
ion is that no suit can be commenced or prosecuted against the 
United States ;—that the judiciary act does not authorize such 
suits.” And in-the case of the United States vs. M’Daniel, 7 
Peters, the doctrine is laid down that “ no direct suit can be 
maintained against the United States without the authority of an 
act of Congress” Yet the United States, although they can- 
not be sued originally, may, as a matter of course, from the 
necessity-of the case, be made defendants in error in the ap- 
pellate courts. ~ So in England; although the King cannot be 
sued, yet he is daily brought noes the appellate courts as de- 
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fendant in error. —f[ See opinion of Justice Johnson, 1 Peter 
_page 131] é 

It would seem, also, that grave considerations of public pol. 
icy, similar to those which exempt the United States from be. 
ing sued, led to an amendment of the constitution, restricting 
the judiciary power of the Union, in favor of the Stutes, 

It is well known that it was one of the objections to the | 
adoption of the constitution, as it originally stood, thy 
under it the states could be prosecuted in the Federal Cours 
by citizens of other states, Soon after its adoption the exe. 
cise by the Federal Courts of jurisdiction of suits against the 
states by citizens of other states produced such general dis’ 
satisfaction that an amendment of the constitution was adop 
ted, declaring that “the judicial power of the United States 
shall not be construed to extend to any suit, m law or equity, 
commenced or prosecuted against, one of the states by citizens 
of another state, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign 
state.” i 

The decision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
un the case of Chrisholm vs. the state of Georgia, (says Char 
cellor Kent in vol. 1, page 297 of his commentaries,) decided 
in 1793, and in which it was adjudged that a state was suable 
by citizens of another state, gave much dissatisfaction, and 
the Legislature of Georgia carried their opposition to an open 
defiance of the judicial authority. The inexpediency of th 
power appeared so great that Congress in 1794, proposed b 
the states an amendment to that part of the constitution, and 
it was subsequently amended in this particular under the pro 
visions in the fifth article,” 

In the case of Hollingsworth and others vs. the state of Vir 
ginia, reported in 3d Dallas, Lee, Attorney General of the U 
nited States, speaking of the above named amendment of the 
constitution, uses the following language. “Tt was the poli 
cy of the United States to cut off that branch of the judicial 
power which had been supposed to authorize suits by individuals 
against states.” ° He further adds, in speaking of the same sub 

` ject, that, “in all the states a remedy is furnished, in some 
form or other, for the fair claims of individuals against the 
tespective governments.” This latter remark must be sup 
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posed to have reference to the power and custom of the Le- 
> gislatures of the different states to make provision by law, or 
| by special appropriation, for the payment of all fair and valid 
| claims against them. This power has always been exercised 
| and this custom has always prevailed. In this Territory the 
| power exists and the custom prevails, equally with the states 
' of thus providing for claims against the Territory. And in 
' the case of the plaintiff in this action, it would seem, by 
| analogy, that the Legislature of the- Territory, or the Con- 
| gress of the United States, is the proper place for him to seek 
| for redress, and not through the courts in an action against 
the Territory. 

It will probably be contended, from the views heretofore 
presented in this case, by the counsel for the plaintiff, that the 
Territory is a quasi-corporation, and as such is liable to be sued. 
Whether the Territory be or be nota quasi-corporation may, 
perhaps, admit of a diversity of opinion. - 

That it is one, in a certain sense, is, probably, true. It is 
very clear, however, that a Territory organized merely for mu- 
nicipal purposes, under a temporary government, is nota cor- 
- poration in the full and legal sense of the term ; and does not 
possess the usual and ordinary incidents of a corporation of 
«common law. If, then, the Territory possesses any of the 

features of a corporation they are those oniy of a quusi corpo- 
ration. Now what are quasi corporations ? 

They are certain officers or bodies of men, endowed with 
corporate capacities “only for particular specified ends, but 
who have, in no other respect the capacities incident to a vor= 
poration,” 

In the treaties of Angell and Ames on corporations it is laid 
down, that “ quasi-corporations have limited powers and are 
restrained from a general use of the authority which belongs to 
these metaphysical persons by the common law.” Chancellor 
Kent, in the second volume of his commentaries, page 273, in 
speaking of the different classes of corporations, holds the fol- 
lowing language :—“ Besides the proper aggregate corpora- 
tions, the inhabitants of any district—as counties, towns, and 
school districts—incorporated by statute, with only particular 
powers, are sometimes called quasi-corporations. No private 
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action, unless given by statute, lies against them, as such a voy. 
poration. Having no corporate fund, each inhabitant is said 
to be liable to satisfy the judgment, if the statute gives a suit 
against such a community.” > 

Here, then, is the whole doctrine, in reference to quasi-cor 
porations, given by one of the most learned and eminent ju. 
rists of the age. Apply this doctrine to the case of the Ter. 
ritory, and where is the liability of the Territory to be.sued? 
We look in vain to the organic law of Congress establishing 
the Territorial government, which must be our sole guide in 
this respect. We look in vain to the organic law for any grant 
of power authorizing the Territory to be sued. Neither has 
the Legislature of the Territory passed any! law authorizing 
suits to be brought against the Territory. No action, then, 
is given by statute. But, perhaps, it may be said that the! 
power to sue the Territory is annexed by implication to the pow- 
ers expressly granted, as well as the power of the Territory to 
sue. Now what are the limits of implied power? The doc- 
trine has been laid down by high authority, and appears to have 
been long well established, that, ‘in every instance, corpot- 
ate power flows from some political orlegislative power, and 
is limited by the necessity to which it owes its origin.” Says the 
same authority “once depart from positive limited necessity 
to discharge an express power in search of the implied powers, 
and no limitremains. The limits, then, of implied power are 
the possitive necessity to which it owes its origin. Now in 
the application of this principle to the case of the Territory, it 
may be conceded that the Territory can sue ; but, if it can it by 
no means follows tbat the Territory can be sued. In the one 
case, the power io sue may be absolutely necessary to enable 
the Territory to carry into effect the powers-expressly granted, 
or, in other words, to accomplish the purposes of its organiza- 
tion as a separate Territory,” while in the other no such neces- 
sity exists, and, consequently, according to the principle laid 
down, no such power can be implied, Take the case of the U- 
nited States—the power to me is clearly implied, in the ab- 
sence of all legislation, as being necessary to carry into effect 
the powers expressly granted by the constitution; while, as it 
is not necessary to enable the government of the United States 
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to accomplish the purposes of its organization that the power 
to sue it should exist, that power is not and never has beea— 
implied. In this respect, the case of the United States and 
that of the Territory would seem to be analogous ; and, as in 
the one case so in the other, as no necessity exists that the pow» 
er to sue them or it should be exercised, that power cannot be 
implied. : ; ` 
From a careful review, therefore, of the authorities aii 
cable to the point at issue, as well as of the reasons, founded, 
as I conceive, upon some principles of law, which are present- 
ed in support of the demurrer, the conclusion appears to be 


` irresistible that the Territory cannot be sued.

_ passed House or REPRESENTATIVES, January 21, 1845.

Resolved, That the committee on the judiciary be direct. 
ed to inquire into the expediency of providing by law for the 
suppression of the circulation of bills, checks, notes, certifi. 
cates of deposite, or other evidences of debt now in circula. 
tion in this Territory, as money, by any company or corpora: 
tion, not expressly authorized thereto by law; and providing, 
also, that the circulation of any such issues in that form or 
similitude of Bank Bils, shall be declared to be prima facia 
evidence of the violation of the charter of any such incorpo- 
tation. 

In obedience to the foregoing resolution, the committee on 
the judiciary submit the following 


REPORT: 


The committee consider the subjects referred to them, to 
be of very great importance, and they have received a serious 
consideration. Among all the great interests of the country, 
over which the Legislature should observe a watchful care, 
there are few that demand greater vigilance and attention, 
than those connected with the circulation of money. As the 
standardjcurrency may become scarce, or the cupidity of men 
may become active in expedients for individual aggrandize- 


ment, a currency in the form of paper circulation will be forced — 


upon the community, if efficient means of resistance are, not 
applied. The most usual mode of providing this substitute 
for specie currency, is to incorporate banking institutions and 
confer upon them the privilege of issuing their bills and put 
ing them into circulation as money. The enormous frauds 
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and corruptions of thesê institutions, which have been display- 
ed to so fearful] an extent within the last few: years of our his- 
tory, have tended very far to condemn the whole banking sys 
temas practiced in our countsy, Beside the-setious and 
weighty objections that have been urged against it on the 
ground of the exclusive privileges and benefits which it con- 
fers upon a few, and the danger and insecurity of the public 
' from the grossest and. most extensive frauds, the system itself 
‘seems naturally to tend to the corruption of the people, It is 
understood to be the well ascertained will of the people of the 
Territory, that no bank shall be incorporated in our jurisdic~ 
tion. This opposition to banks has existed for years, and is 
fully justified by the frauds that have been practiced upon the 
community, and the great losses which they have sustained, 
the history of which is too familiar to require any particular 
reference to facts. But while the sense of the people has been 
so well understood in relation to banking institutions, that no 
proposition for any charter of the kind has been brought for- 
ward in the legislature for several years ; and while most parts 
of the Territory have enjoyed the benefits of a sound and con- 
stitutional currency and have relied upon that alone in the 
transaction of business affairs, other institutions, incorporated 
for different purposes, have, without the semblance of author- 
ity, been furnishing the country with a paper currency. It is, 
perhaps, owing more to the good sense cf the people, than to 
any other circumstances, that these illegal issues have been so 
limited in amount, and that but little inconvenience (if any) 
has hitherto resulted from them. The committee consider, 
that these evasions and infractions of the law, require legis- 
lative action. H the country is to be again “deluged with a 
paper circulation, as in times past, it would be better at once 
to incorporate a bank, (a measure which the committee would 
by no means recommend,) properly guarded, and subject to 
all proper restrictions and visitations, than to allow unauthor- 
ized institutions to depart from their legitimate pursuits and 
„Set up the business of banking, against the abuse of which 
the people have no security, Ifsuch violations of the law are 
to be continued without restraint, the people may expect 'to see 
in a few years, every old charter of any kind that can be found 
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in our statutes, bought up by skilful financiers and put int 
practical operation as banks, and flooding the country with their 
certificates of deposite or other evidences of debt. The grea 
evil of all such fraudulent or irresponsible issues, always falls 
upon the innocent and unwary. Commercial men, are gener 
ally too vigilant and cautious to be‘takenin. They watch the 
state of money affairs, observe the rise and decline of stocks, 
and- scrutinize the solvency of corporate institutions, too closely 
to be often deceived. It is upon the laboring class, who, ofall 
classes can least afford to bear it, that the loss generally falls, 
The man whose daily business is to till the soil, dig the mines 
or pursue his mechanical avocations, is generally the person 
who, in times of paper circulation, finds that his whole fund 
or a greater portion of it consists in notes of some bank that 
has recently exploded, or of some fraudulent mstitution that 
never had authority to issue them. The whole country has 
groaned and suffered from such enormous evils, and it be 
comes the legislature of an enlightened people, to guard, as 
far as is practicable, against their occurrence. 

The means to be adopted for the suppression of this spuri- 
ous currency, have been considered, and in connection with 
the subject, the committee have referred to the law now in 
force to restrain unauthorized banking. ‘The penalties impo 
sed by that act, if properly enforced, would doubtless haves 
salutary effect. But the suitto recover them, must be brought 
in the name of the county commissioners, and the grand ju 
ries have, it would seem, nothing to do with the matter. Pub- 
lic officers are slow to commence civil actions in their official 
capacities, for the recovery of penalties; and county commis- 
sioners are generally reluctant to involve their counties in the 
expense of such prosecutions, when there may be even a 
doubt as to the result. Beside this, it might happen (though 
the committe are far from supposing that such has been the 
case,) that a corporation, guilty of the grossest violations of 
the law by unauthorized banking, might secure its place by 
paying into the county treasury a smaller sum than the penal- 
ty fixed, which might be accepted, rather than incur the ex- 
pense and risk of a civil suit. The committee believe-that it 
would be advisable, to make the offences named in the stat- 


t 


i 


' reasoning, that if a company should be incorporated to build 
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utes, indictable by the grand juries of the country, and also to 
make some extension of its provisions. 

In considering the latter clause of the resolution, the com- 
mittee are fully sensible of.the difference of opinion existing 
among lawyers, politicians and statesman in relation to what 
are called vested rights. Whenever rights are fully and fair- 
ly vested, and honestly exercised; they should be held sacred. 
But the very difference of opinion stated, creates great diffi- 
culties in ascertaining what rights are so vested, and the ques- 
tion becomes more difficult when we come toinquire whether 
they have been forfeited. It may be said with much force of 


a bridge, establish a ferry, or to insure against fire and other 
risks, and instead of engaging in its legitimate business, it 
should commence the business of banking, that if has no ves- 
tedright. Again, if it should make some small progress in 
the business authorized by its charter, but do this only as a 
pretext to save its corporate existence and enable it to assume 
the rights and privileges of a banking institution which the 
legislature never designed to confer upon it, the whole matter 
would be a fraud upon the government and the people, and a 
fraudulent evasion of the law, cannot create vested rights.— 
The difficulties that attend upon all such investigations, wheth- 
er by the legislature or by the courts of the country, and the 
loss and injury which the community may suffer in the mean- 
time, have led the committee to the conclusion, thatthe propo- 
sition contained in the latter clause of the resolution, ought to 
be adopted. 

~ According to the conclusions to which the committee have 
arrived, they report the accompanying bill to the House and 


recommend its passage.

The committee on Internal improvements, to whom was te. 
ferred certain inquiries relating to the Milwaukee and Rock 
River Canal by a resolution of the House, adopted on the 21s 
inst., having given the subject all the enquiry which the 
circumstances of the case will admit, beg leave to submit the 
following 

REPORT : 


The enquiries submitted to your committee are, 


Ist. “ What amount of lands were donated to aid in the open 
ing of a canal toconnect the waters of Lake Michigan with those 
of Rock River ?” 


By an act of Congress passed June 18th, 1838, there was 
granted for this purpose “all the lands heretofore not other- 
wise appropiated or disposed of, in those sections and fraction 
al sections which are numbered with odd numbers on the 
plats of public survey within the breadth of five full sections, 
taken in north and south or east and west tiers, on each side 
of the main route of said canal, from one end thereof to the 
other; (see act of Congress, sec. Ist ;) which, by computation, 
was ascertained to give a quantity of land equal to one hund- 
red and thirty-nine thousand one hundred and ninety and 
ninety hundredth of an acre; (see commissioners report, Nov. | 
29th, 1839.) 

2nd. “ The whole amount of such lands sold, and for what

Nore. There may be some err in the printed figures 
from which we have been compelled to copy for want of bet- 
ter data which has produced the discrepancy between this re- 
_ sult, and that stated by the report of commissioners, dated 
March 18, 1843, in which it is stated that there is a balance 
of eleven cents due the Receiver. The difference therefore, 
between that statement and the one which your committee 
here submit, is four dollars and nine cents; a very inconsid- 
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erable amount, and has probably arisen from misprint of some 
figure in the published documents. 

The canal commissioners in their report, dated December 
31, 1844, acknowledge the receipt of twelve dollars and eigh- 
ty-four cents (12 84,) for redemption of ‘canal lands from tax 
lien of 1840, under the act of 25th January, 1844, but your 
committee have not included that amount in their statement

OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATIVE EXPENDITURES ON BIL, 
NO, 5, COUNCIL FILE, AND RESOLUTIONS OF THE HOUSE OF Jan 
vary 28TH, AND 297H, ` 


The joint committee on Legislative Expenditures to which 

was referred bill No. 5, Council file, e instrueted us to 
REPORT: 
\ i 

That the committee have had the bill under consideration, 
together with the resolution of the House of tne 28th of Janu- 
ary, directing said committee “to ascertain and report to the 
House, whether appropriations made at the last session, other 
than those embraced in said bill remain unpaid.” ; 

The committee from the examination they have made are 
satisfied, that all the items embraced in said bill were appro- 
priated for at the last session as therein specified, and yet re- 
main unpaid, with one exception, to wit: “To George Hyer, 
for balance due for printing Journals of the Council and House 
of Representatives for sessions of 1843-4, and reports of su- 
preme court, as per account rendered, sixty-two dollars and 
thirty-nine cents. This item, though remaining unpaid, is 
not among the appropriations of last' session, and therefore 
cannot properly come into this bill; but should be an item in 
the general appropriation bill of this session. 

‘The committee have also ascertained, that there are two 
other items of appropriation for last session, yet remaining un- 
paid, which are not embraced in the said bill No. 5, to wit :— 
“To H. O. Sholes, for one hundred and eighty copies of the 
Green Bay Republican, furnished members of the Legislative 
Assembly, nine dollars.” 

“To J. L. Ward, for stationery and candles furnished for 
the use of the Legislative Assembly at the session thereof, 
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commencing March 6th,1 843; and March 28th, 1848, the sum 


of seven hundred and nineteen dollars and seventy-six cents. 
The committee have also had under consideration, the reso- 
lution of the House, of January 29th, and in pursuance of its 
instruction, addressed a letter of enquiry, through its chairman, ` 
to the librarian, -and received in reply a statement of the 
amount of stationery received, and appropriated, together with 
the original bill of stationery of J. & L. Ward; both of which 
are herewith submitted, as also a statement of the deficit ex- 
isting between the original bill of the Messrs. Ward and that 
presented by the present librarian.

Or THE COMMITTEE on Internat IMPROVEMENTS, 


The committee on Internal Improvements, to whom has been 
referred the several petitions and proceedings of public meet- 
ings, by citizens of Milwaukee and Jefferson counties, in rela- 
tion to a further sale of the canal lands, having examined that 
subject, and given it that careful consideration which its im- 
portance demands, now beg leave to present as the result of 
their deliberations, the following 


REPORT: 


From the petitions which have been referred to this com- 
mittee, only one conclusion can be drawn; and that is, that 
the subject of the disposal of the canal lands, is of deep and 
absorbing interest to the people of Milwaukee county, and of 
very considerable importance to the people of Jefferson coun- 
ty. On this subject, sixteen petitions are before your commit- 
tee, signed by seven hundred and twenty-four petitioners; 
also, the proceedings of several public meetings for the pur- 
pose of considering this measure, all of which appear to pre- 
sent nearly the same view of the subject,and unite inrespect- 
fully soliciting the Legislature to reduce the price of the ca- 
nal lands to one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, and to 
obtain from Congress a reduction of the alternate sections, as 
soon as practicable, for the benefit of that portion of the com- 
munity. Agreeably to the shewing of the petitioners, a real 
hardship does exist, in consequence of the peculiar condition 
in which those lands have been placed, and which, in the opin- 

‘ion of your committee, ought to be remedied if possible. It 
is set forth in these petitions that only a small part of the lands 
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on the canal grant have been sold, “that in consequence af 
the canal lands having been withheld from market for so Jong 
a time, the north part of the county has experienced much jj, 
jury by creating doubt as to the ultimate security of titles i 
the hands of the present occupants, thereby preventing im 
provements on the lands themselves, as also upon roads 
school houses,” &c., &c.; the southern portion of those countig 
are subject to an unequal burden of taxation, by imposing Up 
on the people there residing, the greater part of the couny 
expenses. It is understood, that in Milwaukee county, thy 
the taxes upon lands alone, for county purposes in Mi. 
waukee, since 1839, has amounted to about thirty-one thou 
sand and five hundred dollars, of which the south part of th 
county has paid about two thousand nine hundred dollar, 
while the north part (on which the canal grant is, being equi 
in extent to nearly one-half the county, on which this amomt 
was raised) has paid only about eight thousand and six hm. 
dred dollars, showing, (as the petitioners say) a disparity tw 
great and too unequal in bearing the necessary and just er 
penses of county government. Those of the petitioners liv 
ing in the north part of the county, express their willingnes 
to pay their due proportion of taxes and contribute equally 
with the south part of the county, to the supportof the couny 
and territorial government, but desire, at the same time,‘ 
be placed on an equal footing with them, as regards the pri: 
of their lands and security of titles. ' 

If it be admitted, as it appears to be on all hands, that th 
canal is abandoned and will not be prosecuted by the Territe 
ry, it does in that case appear to your committee, that in the 
` condition in which those lands are now placed, presents a cas: 
of real hardship operating unjustly and unequal upon all the 
people in Milwaukee and Jefferson counties, both to those whi 
reside off the canal land as well as those who reside upon it, 
but in a different manner, and perhaps to a different extent, 
but nevertheless to the general detriment of all. i 

Such being the conclusion arrived at, your committee are 
of the opinion that some remedy is imperiously demanded, 
but of what nature and the most speedy and equitable remedy 


` 
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for all parties concerned, your committee feel satisfied is a ques- 
tion requiring the deliberate consideration of the legislature 
to secure exact and equal justice as near as may be, to all por- 
tions of the people. 

Entertaining such views,your committee feel great diffidence 
in offering for the consideration of the house, any specific rec- 
emmendation. 

But from the importance of the subject and the respectful 
character and number of the petitioners, whose complaints 
have been referred to the committee for consideration, it ap- 
pears both necessary and proper that some course should be 
indicated or recommended as an initiatory step, for a final 
adjustment of this very troublesome and vexatious subject, 
even though it might not be adopted by the better judgment 
of the Legislature. 

Although it is/believed that the legislature has the legal 
power to sell the canal sections, at a reduced price, and that 
the titles would be valid, yet your committee would not rec- 
ommend this course, for several reasons: among which the 
following may: be stated, and perhaps are of themselves suffi- 
cient to determine different action: Ist, If the Territory 
should sell the land at a less price than $2 50 per acre, it 
would perhaps be liable to the United States for that price, and 
would have to make up the deficiency occasioned by the re- , 
duced price, by some means, perhaps by a tax laid on all 
patts of the territory. The second reason which the commit- 
tee would offer why the legislature should not by its direct ac- 
tion reduce the price of the lands, is that it might be consider- 
ed a violation of good faith if done without the consultation, 
or consent’ of Gone: 

Therefore, in the opinoin of this committee, although the 
legislature have the right (as is considered by many) to reduce, 
the minimum price of those lands by direct action, it would be 
impolitic, if not improper to do so without the previous con- 
currence of Congress. | 

But in the meantime your committee would recommend 
that some action should betaken by the legislature, if possible, 
to remove those evils complained of in the community, during 
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the necessary delay which may occur in obtaining any action 
of Congress on the subject. 

For this purpose, thé committee would submit for consider. 
ation of the Legislature, the following measures, which if 
adopted, may afford relief, insure justice, and bring to a ter. 
mination this perplexing question which is under present cir. 


cumstances calculated only to create a disunion of feelingand - 


general interest in community, and costing annually a very 
considerable amount in salary to officers and in legislation to 
the actual benefit of none. The legislature has the uniques. 
tionable right to ‘sell those lands at $2 50 per acre, during the 
life of the grant, and an equally clear right to determine the 
terms of payment, as was done by the act of February, 1839, 
we would therefore recommend that all the unsold lands be 
brought into market the ensuing summer, at the minimum 
price of $2 50 per acre, and in pursuance of the act of Con- 
gress, but with this express stipulation and condition, that no 
more than one dollar and iwenty-five cents per acre, should ever 
be demanded or paid by the purchasers of said lands, unless a 
greater price should be demanded and required of the Terri- 
tory by Congress. 

By such a sale, justice will be done to the integrity of the 
territory, exempting it from any liability or taxation to make 
up deficiencies ; justice will be done to every portion of the 
Territory, relief from unjust taxation will be extended to the 
suffering portions of Milwaukee and Jefferson counties, also, 
equal: justice will be given to the settlers on the Canal Lands, 


who will thereby be secured in their titles to lands, and who 
relying upon thé justice of Congress, will feel perfectly as- 
sured that no demand can or will with justice ever be made 
upon them to pay anything beyond tlie usual government price 
“of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre. 


Should this be adopted by the legislature at its present ses- 
sion, it would be proper, in the opinion of the committee, te 
pass a memorial to Congress, setting forth all the facts in re- 
lation to the disposition of the canal lands, and ask of Con- 
gress to change the nature of the grant, as far as to appropti- 
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ate the proceeds of said land to the Territory for such general 
public purposes as the legislature might determine; stich as 
building a penitentiary, or such other public improvement as 
may be thought best for the general interest of the Territory. 
Such a change, the committee have no hesitation in believing 
Congress will freely make with the assent of the Canal Com- 
pany, which we anticipate would be readily given in or- 
der to effect the great object in which so many are concern- 


ed, 
The committee have no doubt but such a memorial would 


meet the favorable consideration of Congress and confer last- 
ing benefits on this community. 

Your committee are of the opinion it would be better at 
this time, to make if possible, a full and final settlement of 
all the subjects connected with the Canal and Canal Compa- 
ny, on any reasonable terms, in order that if any thing shall 
be necessary hereafter to more fully and effectually determine 
and settle the whole affair, that it be within the sole and ex- 
clusive control and disposal of the Legislature, without the 
interposition of any third party; to carry out these views, it 
would become necessary to effeet if possible, a final settlement 
with the canal company on as reasonable terms as may be; it 
is therefore the opinion of this committee thatit would be bet- 
ter for the general interest of the Territory, and particularly 
that portion now more directly interested, to effect such settle- 
ment by allowing a greater part of the Canal Company’s ac- 
count—some of the items in the Canal Company’s account 
seem to be very high, yet there is evidently no concealment in 
the statement of the items of that account, as the objects of 
all those expenditures appear to be fully and fairly stated. 


The subject of the petitions now under consideration, would 
under ordinary circumstances require a report to be accompa- 


` nied with a bill to carry out the recommendations of the com- 


mittee, but as there is at present a bill pending before the 
house upon the same subject, your committee deem it unne- 
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cessary, and would respectfully herewith present this rep 
with such conclusions and recommendations as your commi 
tee have arrived at, for the consideration of the house.

REPORT 
OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE SUBJECT OF A PENITENTIARY. 


The House of Representatives onthe 20th ult. pussed the follow- 
ing resolution: 


“ Resolved, That a select committee of one from each elec- 
tion district be appointed to inquire into the expediency of erect- 
ing, in this Territory, a Penitentiary or State Prison, and that 
they report by bill or otherwise, at their earliest convenience.” 

The committee have had the subject referred to them by 
the above resolution under consideration, and are aware of its 
importance to the people of the Territory. In view of its mag- 
nitude, as connected with the interests of every portion of the 
Territory, it is a matter of surprise that it has heretofore at- 
tracted so small ashare of the attention of the territorial legis- 
lature. While Wisconsin is destitute of any proper place to 
secure her criminals and employ them for their support, her 
sister on the west of the Mississippi has far outstripped her in - 
all the necessary and permanent public buildings which are 
necessary to the welfare of a State. The Territory of Iowa, 
by seizing upon the proper means, and pursuing a prompt and 
upright policy, has been enabled to erect all the necessary ter- 
ritorial buildings, including a large and well constructed Pen- 
itentiary, without creating any public debt, or exacting onerous 
taxes from the people—and now instead of an expense, her 
convicts, by their labor support themselves and produce a reve- 
nue to the territory. 

In the opinion of your committee, the expense to the people 
of Wisconsin, for maintaining prisoners in jails, since the or- 
ganization of the Territory, has amounted to more than would 
have erected a large and proper building, and the committee 
are of the opinion that the Legislature should take some im- 


t 
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mediate step towards the accomplishment of so desirable a 
object. 

Having much reliance on the liberality of the national gor 
ernment, and that it continues to look to ifs territories as wo 
thy its care and assistance, and considering also the burthen; 
under which the people of the Territoty are now laboring ani 
which are incident to a new ‘country, the committee recon 
mend the adoption of the memorial 'which accompanies this 
report,

REPORT 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE JUDICIARY ON THE MISSISSIPPI MA- 
RINE AND FIRE INSURANCE COMPANY. 


“ Resolved, That the committee on the judiciary be instruct- 
ed to enquire whether the Mississippi Marine and Fire Insu- 
rance Company have not violated their charter by unauthori- 
zed banking, or otherwise; that, said committee have power 
to send. for persons and papers; to examine witnesses under 
oath, and that they report by bill or otherwise.” 

Under the foregoing resolution, the committee considered 
| that the most expedient course to procure the necessary testi» 
| mony was to prepare interrogatories, and send them by mail 
to such such persons as they were informed could give mate- 

rial evidence upon the subject of inquiry, and to request the 
persons to make oath to their answers before some proper offi- 
cer and return them to the chairman of the committee, The 
committee believed that this course would be sufficient to pro- 
cure the necessary evidence, and that it would be preferable 
to sending an officer of the House to bring the witnesses be- 
fore them, on account of the trouble and expense that would 
attend the latter course. According to the instructions of the 
committee, the chairman addressed certified copies of the re- 
solution, and interrogatories, to three of the commissioners 
named in the act of incorporation, to wit: William J. Madden, 
Fraderick Hollman and James P. Cox; and also to Hon. 
Charles Dunn, Isaiah T. Lathrop and L. G. Prentiss, all of 
whom, it was believed possessed important knowledge of the 
practices and operations of the institution. These communi- 
cations were forwarded by mail about the 16th January. On 
the 18th January the bill from the Council repealing the char- 
ter of the corporation was refered to the committee, It was 
considered to be the more proper course to await a return of 
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the interrogatories sent out, before any definite action should 
be had on the bill. . 

Mr. Hollman has returned his answers under oath, and Mr, 
Madden answered by letter, both of which accompany this 
report. Judge Dunn, when in Madison, came before the com» 
mittee and answered verbally the interrogatories that were 
propounded, and at the request of the committee, promised to 
reduce his statement to writing and furnish it to the commit 
tee in consequénce of which no minute of his statement was 
made atthe time. No answer however has been received 
from him to the interrogatories propounded. G.N. Smith the 
secretary of the company, also voluntarily appeared before 
the committee, and his testimony accompanies this report, 

The charter names the commissioners who are to open the 
books of subscription, and provides that it shall be done under 
their direction, or any other persons that any three of them may 
appoint. It appears from the evidence of Mr. Hollman and Mr, 
Smith and the letter of Mr. Madden, that they were the only 
persons who acted as commissioners, and it does not appear 
that they were appointed for that purpose by any three of the 
commissioners named in the charter. This seems to be an ir- 
regularity in the very commencement of the business; but 
without inquiring how far it would effect the subsequent acts 
of the corporation in case they should be regular and accord- 
ing to law, we will notice in connexion, the manner of taking 
the subscription of stock, and the payment of installments. 
The books were first opened at Sinipee, in December 1843, 
according to previous publication of notice ; but no stock was 
there subscribed, we presume, because no person attended to 
subscribe, though that fact is not stated by either of the com- 
missioners. From Sinipee the commissioners adjourned to 
Elk Grove, in Iowa county, and opened the books again at that 
place, about the 10th January 1844. No notice of the open- 
ing of the books at Elk Grove, appears to have been given, 
the commissioners presuming doubtless, that having once pub- 

lished notice of the opening at Sinipee, they had the right to 
adjourn from time to time and place to place at will, without 
notifying the world of their movements. The committee are 
clearly of opinion that this was a gross departure from the ex- 
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press provisions of the charter requiring public notice to be 
given. The object. of publishing notice must have been to 
give information to the whole community, and to prevent pri- 
vate combinations and arrangements for the taking of the stock 
and payment of the installments, an object which we believe 
has entirely failed from the manner in which the business was 
transacted, l 


Passing over these irregularities, the manner of subscribing 
for stock and paying the installments, show very satisfactori- 
ly, if subsequent transactions did not prove the fact, that the 
design in the very commencement, was, to usurp a franchise 
by means of fraud, to enable the managers to swindle the 
community. The committee do not wish to make this charge 
upon the commissioners, yet the course of one of them atleast, 
seems to be far from justifiable. From the letter of Mr. Mad- 
den it will be seen that seven hundred and fifty shares were 
subscribed for by a single firm, that of Willard Earl & Co., 
and that no other person took any stock in the concern; that 
seven thousand five hundred dollars,being ten dollars per share, 
was paid in. Of this sum one thousand five hundred dollars 
was paid in a certificate of deposite in the Farmer’s and Dro- 
ver's Bank in the state of New York. This Bank we under- 
stand is located in Buffalo, and is stated to be in bad credit at 
home. The other six thousand dollars was paid in private 
drafts drawn at the time upon a firm in New York. From 
the evidence it will be seen, that the whole amount of stock 
taken, was subscribed for by one firm, and the nominal sum 
required to be paid before the corporation could commence 
business, was made up of paper of the most doubtful charac- 
ters, when the charter did not authorize any thing but the le- 
gal currency of the country to be received, and that the acting 
commissioner took the responsibility of receiving it, and open- 
ing an election for directors, at a different place than the lo- 
cation of the institution, or the one where the subscription of 
stock was made, and without calling upon the other commis- 
sioner or informing him of the election although he was in 


the town at the time when the election was said to have been 
held. 
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It appears further from the letter of Mr. Madden, that, 
draft upon Sands, & Co., drawn by Earl the subscriber for th 
whole amount of stock taken and given to Madden on privat’ 
account, when forwarded by Madden, was dishonored; anj 
from the evidente of Lindsey Ward, a merchant of Milway 
kee, such paper would not be taken by him in the ordinay 
transactions, without a guarantee of payment. It may not t 
improper to notice here another fact stated by Mr. Ward in his 
evidence, which although not connected with this institution, 3 
it relates to one of the principal owners of the franchise, tends 
to explain his general financial views, in operating under the 
name of corporate rights and privileges. Earl, one of the 
principal owners of the stock of the Mississippi Marine ani 
Fire Insurance Company, made an effort to possess himself of 
the charter of the Bank of Milwaukee, and explained to Mr 
Ward his plan for putting the bank into operation, which was 
to pay into the bank $20,000 in a certificate of deposite in the 
Farmer's and Drover’s Bank of Buffalo; obtain a discount and 
draw it out; pay it again and draw it out a second time, and 
so continue to pay in and draw out the same paper, until by 
turning it over five times, he would make it pay into the bank 
$100,000 : after which he would draw it out and leave the 
bank as penniless as he found it, and yet show on the books 
by this legerdemain process, one hundred thousand dollars of 
the capital stock had been actually paid in. It is most likely 
owing to the integrity of Mr. Ward, that this skilful financier 
did not exhibit to the people of Milwaukee, a fine specimen 
of what is technically called wild catting in financial operations 
and the committee cannot doubt, that the same design prompt 
ed the taking hold of the charter of the Marine and Fire In 
surance Company, and the putting it inté operation, for pur- 
poses not warranted by its charter, and at war with the inter- 
ests of society. 

The corporation is, by the act incorporating it, located in 
Sinipee, Grant county. The act requires that the directors 
should be residents of the Territory. The object of this re- 
quirement of the law, is too apparent to need comment. It 

appears from satisfactory information communicated to the 
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committee, that the company has no office at Sinipee, or else- 
where in the Territory; that their office, which they style an 
agericy,is kept at Dubuque, at which they issue drafts or checks 
in the similitude of bank bills, payable at Chicago, and some 
of them at Cleveland, Ohio, resembling very nearly the cer- 
tificates issued by the Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurance 
Company, and payable at the same place. These drafts or 
checks have been put into circulation to a limited extent, and 
it is evident that the officers have attempted, as far as they 
could get credit, to usurp banking privileges and SDE the 
country with a paper circulation. 

There is a discrepency in the charter of the corporation, as 
to the number of directors who shall manage the affairs of 
the institution. The fifth section provides that the affairs of. 
the corporation shall be under the management and control of 
SEVEN directors. The ninth section provides that so soon as 
five hundred, shares are subscribed, the commissioners shall 
give notice for the stockholders to meet and elect TEIRTEEN di- 
rectors; and the subsequent provisions of the act place the af- 
fairs of the corporation under the management and control of 
the directorselected. It would appear from a comparison of 
the different provisions as to the number of direciors, that the 
fair construction of the law would require that thirteen should 
be elected, and that a less number would not be sufficient to 
give ita legal existence. Another provision of the law made 
for beneficial purposes sufficiently obvious, requires that the 
directors shall be citizens of the Territory. The act farther 
provides that the board of directors shall elect one of their 
number as president, who shall preside in the board, and in 
case of his resignation, death or absence, the board shall .ap- 
point a president pro tempore. ‘The charter also provides for 
the appointment of asecretary, and prescribes his duties in cet- 
tam cases. In view of these various provisions of the act in- 
corporating the company, the committee will state the follow- 
ing as their conclusions arising under them. 

The committee believe it was necessary under the law to 
elect thirteen directors, and that a less number could not put 
the corporation into legal operation : that these directors should 
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be citizens of the Territory: that they should elect a preg). 
dent and appoint a secretary, and that a vice president is not 
an officer authorized by the charter. 

From the evidence in the case, it appears that the whole ` 
stock was subscribed by Earl & Co., and that prior to the eleg | 
tion, transfers were made, nominally, as all suppose, to certain ; 
persons who were chosen directors, The Secretary states | 
that this transfer was made by authority of Earl, and from all 
the facts in relation to the transaction, there can, be but little 
doubt that the transfer was made for the purpose aloneof qual. . 
ifying persons in the Territory to become directors. Judge | 
Dunn stated before a committee, that he was applied to to serve 
as a director of the institution, and upon his stating that he 
could not do so because he was not a stockholder, he was told | 
that stock could be readily transferred to him so as to confer 
upon him that qualification ; but as he had not any confidence 
in the objects of the corporation, and the principles upon 
whichit was to be conducted, he declined taking the transfer 
of stock and accepting the office of director. 

It seems clear that the law was violated in the selection of : 
directors. If seven directors are all that are required by the 
charter to be elected, a point which is not conceded, still that 
number was not elected of citizens of the Territory. Wm. 
Earl, H. G. Norris, and G. N. Smith, three of the directors 
elected, are sufficiently shown by the evidence of Mr.’ Smith, 
and the letter of Mr. Madden, not to be citizens of the Teri- ' 
tory. It also appears that the directors have never had a 
meeting since February, 1844, at which a quorum was present, 
and that the president of the board has taken no part in the 
management of the affairs of the company, in the absence of 
the directors. It is sufficiently manifested to satisfy the minds 
of every person, that the affairs of the company have been 
managed by M. M. Hayden, who is styléd vice president, an 
officer not known to the charter, G. N. Smith, secretary, and 
Willard Earl, & Co., of New York, the proprietors of the 
concern. Under this administration agencies have been es- 
tablished at Dubuque and Chicago, where the real business 
of the company is transacted, and a regular banking business 
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has been attempted to be set up out of the Territory, under 
pretence of a charter of the Territory, and a nominal location 
at Sinipee. Although the Secretary states that an office is 
kept at Sinipee, and that the vice presidentresided there until 
October last, yet it is believed that there has not been either 
an actual office or residence at that place, and that such office 
and residence have been only nominal for the purpose of show- 
ing that the corporation really existed in the Territory. 

Since October, there has been no officer of the company re~ 
siding at Sinipee, and the company have no funds deposited 
at any place in the Territory to meet their liabilities, and that 
there has never been any real business transactions of the 
company at Sinipee. The manner of banking business is. 
shown to bethis: The vice president issues drafts in the form 
and appearance of bank bills in sums of from one to five dol- 
lars. These purport to be issued from Sinipee, but are in re- 
ality issued from Dubuque, and are either drawn on the sec- 
retary at Chicago, or on another company at Cleveland, Ohio. 
These drafts represent the capital of the company fo be three 
hundred thousand dollars, and are signed by M. M. Hayden. 
vice president, and G. N. Smith, secretary, and are put in 
circulation at Galena and elsewhere on the border, from which 
they find their way back into the territory, in small amounts.. 
These drafts, so far as they can get credit, circulate, and evi- 
dently are intended to circulate as money. Asyet it is believed 
they have not obtained a general currency,butthe committee be- 
lieve that it is due to the country to take such stepsas will guard 
the public against the frauds and impositions of an irrespon- 
sible and illegal institution. The notice which the officers of 
the company have published in the papers of Dubuque of the 
establishment of an agency at that place, and the statement 
on their checks or drafts, representing that the capital of the 
corporation was three hundred thousand dollars, when in fact 
it is only one third of that amount, and according to the state- 
ment of the secretary, only twenty thousand dollars has ever 
been paid in, and only three thousand dollars of that sum in 
specie, show very clearly a wilful design to deceive the pub- 
lic as to the amount of the capital. 
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The secretary of the company, although he was apprised 
some weeks since of the investigation, and though the com. 
mittee, at the request contained in his letter, to the chairmay 
of the committee on corporations, suspended the investigation 
for about two weeks, when he arrived, brought with him none 
of the books of the corporation to show its condition and the 
nature of its business; and upon his examination, could ny 
inform the committee how much specie the company hasp 
hand, or what are its liabilities. He however states, that the 
company have no property or effects at any place within the 


Territory, and that they have no funds on hand at any place ` 


within the Territory where their issues are redeemed. 
Although the secretary states that the company has an office 
at Sinipee, yet it appears that it is an office without books, 
without money, without business and without a keeper. In 
fact itis nothing but the name, used as the location made by 


the charter, while all the business is done at Dubuque and 


Chicago. 

From all the evidence that has been adduced before the c com- 
mittee, it.seems to be established, that Willard Earl came 
from New York to Milwaukee in the fall of 1843, for the pur 
pose of putting the Bank of Milwaukee into operation; not 
withstanding the charter had been repealed; that his design 
was to use that institution as a means of putting forth a spu 
rious circulation without being based upon any solid capital; 
that his designs were so clearly manifested, that he could not 
‘get countenance and co-operation at that place; that soon af- 
terwards, he, in an irregular manner, took up the whole of 
the stock in the Mississippi Marine and Fire Insurance Com- 
pany under acharter that had lain dormant for years until 
it was forgotten in the community ; that the per cent. paid in 
to authorize him to commence business was paid in a kind of 
paper which if not perfectly worthless, was of very doubtful 
‘character; that a board of directors was elected, composed in 
part of persons who were not, and never have been citizens 
of the Territory, and after this he put his corporation into op- 
eration in an adjoining state, for purposes not authorized by 
the charter. The whole course appears to the committee to 
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be characterized by designs tp evade the law, to usurp author- 
ity and privileges, and to practice a fraud upon the country by 
issuing a spurious currency, and making the corporation em- 
phatically a Wild Cat institution. The committee consider 
that the charter has been violated, not only by an assumption 
in an indirect way of banking privileges, but in numerous 
other particulars that have been pointed out. 

The power of the legislature to repeal the charter, has also 
been considered. The last section of the act of incorporation 
provides; “That the legislature shall at any time repeal, al- 
ter and amend this charter, notice being first given to some 
officers of said company, provided, however, that the said 
company or any of their agents shall have wend any of the 
provisions of its charter.” 

It seems clear, that if the fact be established that the char- 
ter has been violated, and that any officer of the company has 
had notice of the investigation, that it is not only within the 
power of the legislature, but that it is its duty to repeal it.— 
Were it otherwise, the reservation of power would be nugatory. 
The company took the charter subject to all its reservations 
and restrictions, and could not acquire any vested rights under 
it, that would be beyond its provisions. A matter of fact can 
as well be established by testimony, before one tribunal as an- 
other, and where an investigation is ordered by the legislature, 
under the power reserved in the charter, and the facts are as- 
certained, the consequences may as well be ordered by legis- 
lative enactment as by judicial decision. The committee 
do not consider, that under the section of the law which has 
been quoted, it is requisite that a formal notice should have 
been made out and served upon any officer of the corporation. 
It is sufficient that the officer knew of the investigation, and 
availed himself of that knowledge to appear on behalf of the 
corporation to defend its rights and interests. In the case un- 
der consideration, the secretary of the company, the officer 
most proper to be notified, had actual notice. At his request 
the investigation was delayed until a late day of the session, 
when he, with his counsel, appeared before the committee.— 
He had every opportunity of showing that the corporation had 
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pursued a fair and legitimate business; and to rebut the ide; 
that it had violated its charter. The testimony of the seere 
tary, however, only tended to convince the committee mon 
strongly, that it had violated its charter, and forfeited its priy 
ileges. ° 
The committee are clear in their opinion that the legislatur 

has the power ta repeal the charter, and they are equally wel 
satisfied that justice to the community requires that this poy. 
er should be exercised ; and that the action of the legislatme 
should be so shaped, as to caution the people every when, 
against receiving the paper of the institution in any manne, 
or giving it the least countenance or credit, satisfied as th: 
committee are, that it is spurious and fraudulent, and thatit 
will result in injury to the community as far as its circulation 
may be extended.

LinpsEy Warp, of Milwaukee, being sworn, says: . 

That he knows Willard Earl, of the State of New York; 
that some time in the fall of the year 1843, the said Earl came 
to Milwaukee for the purpose of perfecting an arrangement 
that had been previously made by him with the firm of J.& 
L. Ward, (of which the said Lindsey Ward is a partner) to 
buy out the stock of the Bank of Milwaukee ; that said Eat 
was desirous of putting the said bank into operation and wish 
ed deponent to become one of the officers in the management 
of its affairs; that he (deponent) expressed to him, (said Earl) 
a willingness to do so if the bank should be conducted upon 
proper and correct principles. And to ascertain the views of 
said Earl, in relation to the manner in which he intended to 
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conduct the said bank, and the means to be used in putting it 
into operation, he inquired of said Earl how and in what man- 
ner he was going to pay into said Bank one hundred thousand 
dollars, the sum necessary to be paid in before businessshould 
be commenced, upon which said Earl informed him that he 
intended to pay ina certificate of deposite on the Farmers’ 
and Drover's Bank of Buffalo, N. Y., for $20,000; and then 
by a discounting to that amount, draw it out again, pay it ina 
second time, and draw it out again inthe same manner until 
the whole of $100,000 should be paid in by the use of that 
certificate of deposite. The deponent then asked him what 
he would do for money to carry on the banking business at 
Milwaukee, when he replied, that he would leave five hundred 
dollars, which would be sufficient, as they would not need 
much money for that purpose at present. The deponent then 
told said Earl that he could not become an officer of said bank 
if its business was to be conducted in any such manner; that 
if he would do a safe and correct business, he would become 
an officer, but not otherwise ; that if he insisted, he must have 
the stock as agreed. Afterward, said Earl said that he could 
get no one to go in with him, and asked deponent to cancel 
the contract for the transfer of stock, which was done, and 
the sum of $2,000 that had been paid for said stock, was re- 
turned to him. 

The said deponent further saith that he is acquainted, as a 
merchant, from reputation, with the firm of Sands & Co., of 
the City of New York; and that from reputation he would 
not take a draft on them in the way of business transactions, 
without some guaranty for payment. This opinion of the suf- 
ficiency and ability of the firm of Sands & Co., is formed 
from having made inquiries into their business standing, in 
the way of his own transactions. 

The said deponent further saith that he has seen in circula- 
tion, certificates of deposite purporting to havé been issued by 
the Mississippi Marine and Fire Insurance Company, payable 
at the office of G. N. Smith, in Chicago, Ilinois, issued inthe , 
form and similitude of bank bills, and apparently inten- 
ded to circulate as money, the face of which much resembles

Question. Are you the Secretary of the Mississippi Marine _ 


and Fire Insurance Company? 

Answer. I am. 

Ques. Were you present at the subscription of stock to the 
company ? 

Ans. I was. 

Ques. When and where was the stock subscribed ? 

Ans. The stock was subscribed about the 10th of January, 
1844, at the house of Capt. Deseelhorst, at Elk Grove, in Iowa 
county. i . 

Ques. How much stock was subscribed at that time? 

Ans. Seven hundred and fifty shares. 
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Ques. By whom was it subscribed ? 

Ans. By Willard Earl, & Co. 

Ques. Who compose the firm of Willard Earl, & Co., and 
where do they reside ? 

Ans. Willard Earl, Nathaniel Sands, T. Woodruff and John 
Deane. Mr. Earl was formerly of New York; heis now a 
portion of his time in Chicago, and a portion travelling.— 
The other members of the firm all reside in the city of New- 
York. 

Ques. What amount of money was paid in? 

Ans. One per cent. on the amount subscribed, amounting to 
seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

Ques. What amount of capital has been paid in up to this 
time, and in what kind of funds? 

Ans. Twenty thousand dollars ; part in specie, part in bank 
notes, and part in certificates of deposite. 

Ques. In what kind of funds was the payment made at the 
time of subscription ? 

Ans. In a certificate of deposite on the Farmer’s and Drover’s 
Bank, of Buffalo, New York.

Sir:—l have just learned that a bill is now pending in the 
legislature of the Territory, to repeal the charter of the Mis 
sisippi Marine and Fire Insurance Company. AsI am des 
rous that the company may have an opportunity of being 
heard before any step is taken in the legislature, so deeplyaf 
fecting their rights and interests as that of a repeal of thei 
charter, and as it will not be in my power to proceed to th 
seat of government of the Territory before the fourteenth of 
this month, I beg leave to request through you, as chairman 
of the committee on corporations, that the legislature will sus 
pend any further action in the matter, until the company can 
be heard before the appropriate committees of the legislature, 
if practicable, touching the acts and proceedings of the com 
pany under their charter. , 

I feel the utmost confidence that the company have, in every 
respect, complied with the provisions of their charter; and it 
has, I am persuaded, been their design and object in all then 
transactions, to keep strictly within their chartered privilege 
and to,actin good faith towards the public. 

If, however, the legislature shall be of opinion that the 
company have exercised powers which are unauthorized
